Finally, the widespread usage of 
the twistgrip, with infinitely adjust- 
able throttle positions, provides suf- 
ficient control of any motorcycle's 
horsepower.

It’s been all too easy for 
these bureaucrats to arouse the pub- 
lic’s indignation by making it seem 
as if corporate profit were the only 
reason ATVs exist. 

However, I was impressed with the 
objectivity and fairness that most of 





the CPSC staff demonstrated by the 
questions they asked of the various 
witnesses. The one exception to this 
statement is Mr. Statler. This ego- 
maniac is apparently on some sort of 
personal crusade against the ATV. 
He describes himself as a “regulator” 
and repeatedly used phrases such as 
“body counts” and “death statistics" 
when discussing ATVs. For whatever 
reasons he may have, this man is 
extremely prejudiced against ATVs, 
and I strongly feel that he should be 
removed from the CPSC’s “‘investiga- 
tion” because of this prejudice. 

If you think it’s too late to do any- 
thing, you’re wrong. The CPSC has 
only just begun to “investigate” 
ATVs; it’s an ongoing campaign that 
has been designated a priority in 1987. 
Now is an excellent time for all of us 
to get angry and write some letters.

To guarantee accurate results in the 
highly competitive sport of AMA 
Camel Pro Series dirt track racing, 
the AMA has purchased a state-of-the 
art video camera and recording sys- 
tem that will be used to record all 
AMA Camel Pro Series National dirt 
track finishes. AMA announced that 
a multi-year agreement has been 
reached with Cycle News, Inc., pub- 
lishers of Cycle News, ATV News 
and All Terrain Vehicle Industry, to 
be the official sponsor of the Cycle 
News Finish Line Camera. Utilizing 
a special black and white video camera 
made by Video Logic of Dallas, Texas, 
the system can record racing action at 
shutter speeds as high as 300 frames 
per second. The system is capable of 
freezing action at speeds in excess of 
200 mph. Video images are recorded 
on a %-inch video recorder and can be 
played back instantly ona stop-action 
monitor at trackside. “After just a few 
tests late this season, the system has 
already proven its worth,” said AMA 
director of competition Bill Amick. 
“We feel that the Cycle News Finish 
Line Camera will remove any doubt 
about the outcome of close finishes 
which are so common in Camel Pro 
Series racing." 


Ron Lechien, who was given an 
early release from his Honda con- 
tract, made his first appearance on 
a Kawasaki in the October 20 
Scheveningen Beach Race in Hol- 
land. Lechien turned in a disap- 
pointing performance, completing 
only one lap of the four-mile course 
in any of the three races conducted 
in front of 100,000 spectators. 
Honda riders swept the first three 
places in the event with Dutch 





teenager Leo Combee the overall 
winner, Erik Geboers second, and 
Peter Herlings third. 


Yamaha will field a two-rider team in 
the Superbike Championship Series 
contrary to earlier reports from Yama- 
ha that they would not have a factory- 
backed effort. The names of the riders 
were not announced, but look for 
Jimmy Filice to be one of them. 


Defending National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham (Hus) lost 
19 points en route to the win in the 
October 27 series-ending Delaware 
State National Enduro in Bear, 
Delaware. Mike Melton (Hus) 
edged Fritz Kadlec (Hus) for second 
overall after the two tied at 21 
points, with Randy Hawkins (Hus) 
and Drew Smith (Hon) rounding 
out the top five. Cunningham, who 
clinched the title at the September 
15 Black Coal National in Indiana, 
won the last four rounds of the 
series. 


“I'm looking at it from the positive 
side," said two-time Camel Pro Series 
Champion Ricky Graham about his 
contract with Honda's dirt track team 
not being renewed. “I got a chance to 
make some very good money and go 
racing first class. It was an expe- 
rience. I know I've talked about retir- 
ing, but this doesn’t seem like the 
right time. I want to race some more. 
Right now, I’m working on getting 
my mile bike and TT machine from 
Honda so I can go racing." Graham 
was at the end of a two-year contract 
with Honda which had an option of 
an additional year if Graham fin- 
ished in the top three in the final CPS 
standings. Graham, who was side- 
lined for one-third of the season due 
to injuries, didn’t and wasn’t offered 
a new contract. 


Newly-crowned Camel Pro Series 
Champion Bubba Shobert signed 
a one-year contract with Honda on 
October 25 and will be the only 
rider on Honda's factory dirt track 
team. 


“The major deciding factor between 
Honda’s offer and the one Kenny 
(Roberts) made me to ride the GPs in 
Europe for the team he’s putting 
together was that Kenny could only 
offer me a one-year contract and 
Honda’s was for two," said Wayne 
Rainey about his recent signing with 
Honda. “Honda wants to win the 
Superbike Championship Series and 
I want to get more experience in 
Formula One so we compromised 
and I'll be racing both. The program 
is still being finalized so I don’t know 
who my mechanics will be or much 
of anything else. I'd like to race a few 
of the Internationals or maybe a GP 
or two.”

AFM Endurance race cancelled at 


The October 27 AFM Four-Hour Endurance road race at Sonoma, 
California's Sears Point International Raceway was cancelled after 
racer and Jon Woo Memorial Safety Project area spokesman Kurt 
Bickel was granted a Sonoma County Superior Court restraining 
order so track owner Jack Williams could not prevent Bickel from 
racing. Bickel has been highly critical of the track for safety reasons 
and proposed extensive safety modifications for the track in 1984; 
Bickel has also been involved in personal arguments with Williams 
and the track unrelated to his safety activities. Williams denied that 
the cancellation had any relationship to Bickel’s safety activities, and 
rather than let Bickel enter the premises, Williams cancelled the race 
and issued the following statement: 

“In July the management of Sears Point International Raceway 
determined that it would not permit Kurt Bickel to participate in 
further motorcycle races at the raceway,” the statement said. 

“This decision was made because in the raceway’s opinion, Mr. 
Bickel had broken track rules and had made false and damaging 


The future of the Prairie City Off 
Highway Vehicle Park in Sacramento, 
California, better known as the site 
for the Hangtown Motocross Nation- 
als, is up in the air. In June, the 
courts awarded $2.4 million to a 
plaintiff who was seriously injured 
while riding his motorcycle in the 
open area at the park, and under 
existing County liability coverage, 
the County had to pay the first mil- 
lion dollars of the award. According 
to aCounty of Sacramento Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation bul- 
letin, the County has determined that 
the taxpayers of Sacramento County 
cannot be subjected to the possibility 
of another large liability judgement 
at the Prairie City OHV site. A public 
hearing has been set by the Board of 
Supervisors for Tuesday, November 
12, at 10:00 a.m. at the Board of 
Supervisors Chambers, 700 H Street, 
Sacramento, California. The purpose 
of the hearing will be to receive pub- 
lic testimony on the constructive solu- 
tions to the situation which will 
allow the park to remain open or to 
close due to liability exposure expe- 
rienced by the County.

$1000 for first place in club races 
Suzuki announces 1986 road 
racing contingency 


U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp. has announced a contingency program for 
club road races held across the country, paying riders who win and 
finish well in 750 and Open Production class races sanctioned by five 
organizations. In addition to paying cash for a set number of events 
run by each club, Suzuki will host a Suzuki GSXR National Cham- 
pionship Final in conjunction with the WERA National Finals at Road 
Atlanta in November, paying a $40,000 purse for 750 and Open 
Production class races at that event. 

The new contingency program applies to eight each AFM, AAMRR, 
OMRRA, MRA and WERA events, and pays Suzuki GSXR750 riders 
$1000 for first place, $500 for second place, $250 for third place, 
$100 for fourth place, $70 for fifth place, $50 for sixth place and 
$30 for seventh place in the 750cc Production class. The payout for 
Suzuki pilots in Open Production is $1000 for first, $500 for second 
and $250 for third. In the announcement of the contingency program 
no mention of machine is made for the Open class, but a good guess 
is that payoffs in that class will be limited to the new GSXR1100 
expected to be introduced in the U.S. for 1986. 

The top five 750cc riders and the top three Open riders from each 
sanction will be invited to the Finals, where first in the 750cc event 
will pay $5000; second will earn $2750; third, $1700; fourth, 
$1400; fifth, $1200; sixth, $1000; seventh, $850; eighth, $800; 
ninth, $750; 10th $700; the payoff continues down to 20th place, 
which earns $150. In the Open class, the final pays $6000 for first; 
$3900 for second; $1950 for third; $1650 for fourth; $1300 for 
fifth; $1200 for sixth; $950 for seventh; $900 for eighth; $850 for 
ninth; and $750 for 10th; the payoff ends with $200 for 14th. The 
club whose members earn the most points in the Final will also be 
awarded $1000 for the club treasury. 

Suzuki dealers will have details of the program soon. 














statements about the track and various persons associated with the 
track. 

“Within the past few days, Kurt Bickel’ filed suit to compel the 
track to continue to permit him to participate in motorcycle races at 
Sears Point International Raceway. On Thursday, October 24th, a 
hearing was held in Sonoma County Superior Court where in Mr. 
Bickel sought a temporary restraining order to compel the raceway 
to allow him to race last weekend. 

“Sears Point International Raceway opposed the issuance of such 
an order. However, the court, after requesting Mr. Bickel to post a 
bond, issued the order. ; 

“This temporary order has an effect until November 8, 1985 at 
which point a full hearing will take place. 

“Sears Point International Raceway continues to believe it was 
correct in disqualifying Kurt Bickel from further participation at the 
raceway. Therefore the race last weekend was cancelled. 

“We sincerely regret any inconvenience this caused spectators and 
competitors. Further information relating to this matter will be forth- 
coming after the hearing on November 8th.’’ 

On October 25, prior to cancelling the race, Williams told Cycle 
News, “We're right on the verge of temporarily cancelling any 
motorcycle activity at the facility until we resolve this problem with 
Bickel. We went to court before a judge yesterday (October 24) and 
the judge decided that for 15 days he has to be allowed on the 
property if we have a public function. We're put in a position where 
we made a decision in July where we decided we did not want to have 
him on the property. And it has nothing to do with his safety recom- 
mendations or any of that, just the personal way he conducted him- 
self here.” 

According to Williams, Bickel refused to use a plywood sheet under 
his bike in order to prevent damage on the newly resurfaced pit area. 
“When the head of security asked Bickel to put the plywood under his 
stand, Bickel refused and told the security guy to f..k off,“ Williams 
said. 

**My stand is, | don’t consider myself a wealthy person, but I think 
I‘ma little better off than Kurt Bickel. | will go broke before I will give 
in to this deal. | have a couple of employees — including my brother- 
in-law, who’s been with me for 25 years — that will leave if we have 
to have him on the premises.” 

Bickel was unavailable for comment at press time.

Contrary to earlier plans, there will 
be a 125cc AMA National Cham- 
pionship class; however, no past MX 
champions will be allowed to com- 
pete. At the end of the season, a 
National champion will be crowned, 
and he will be able to defend his title 
the following year. If he wins again, 
he will be forced to ride the 250/500cc 
Nationals the next year. If he loses, he 
can stay in the 125cc National class 
until he wins another title. After two 
championships, a rider must move 
up to the 250/500cc class.

Lawson rules 
Superbikers

CARLSBAD, GA, OCT 27 


Eddie Lawson is slowly but surely becoming 
the King of Carlsbad. For the first four years 


of the ABC-TV/Superbikers race, it was the 
motocrossers who dominated. On the fifth 


year road racer Lawson broke 


8 that tradition with his first win 


in 1983 and today he became 
only the third person to win 











the race two times. And if he con- 
tinues to attack the two-mile, multi- 
terrain couse in the manner in which 
he is becoming accustomed to, it may 
be a long wait before the throne is 
abdicated. 

Lawson, on his Yamaha YZ490, 
was the fastest in practice, won the 
fastest heat of the day, and ran away 
and hid in the made-for-TV final. 
Defending Superbikers champion 
Kent Howerton (Kaw) came out of re- 
tirement for the race and put in an 
impressive performance. He started 
strong, faded back to fourth place, 
but came back in the closing laps to 
capture second place ahead of Hon- 
da’s Wayne Rainey and his Kawasaki 
teammate Jeff Ward. 

The dirt trackers couldn't match 
the top two road racers and moto- 
crossers, but it didn’t stop Ricky 
Graham and Bubba Shobert from 
putting on one of the best shows of 
the day in their race for fifth place; 
Graham prevailed. So the final 1985 
standings read: road racer, motocross- 
er, road racer, motocrosser, dirt tracker 
and dirt tracker. The exact type of 
parity the race was designed to pro- 
duce. 

Most of the teams showed up for 
mid-week practice prior to Saturday's 
session and by Sunday morning the 
scene was set. Lawson, Ward, Rainey 
and Howerton appeared to have the 
upper hand on the rest of the field. 
Chris Carr, however, and his Wood- 
Rotax were the fastest on the drag 
strip portion of the track. Carr’s mod- 
ified dirt tracker was clocked with a 
radar gun at 104 mph while most of 
the others were clocked in the 95 mph 
range. Rule changes for this year’s 
race included the mandatory use of 
Carlisle dirt track tires and the sole 
use of production based engines. 


Motocross heat 

The motocrossers opened the pro- 
gram with the first heat, but missing 
from the action were two of last year’s 
best. Yamaha's Broc Glover was out 
with an injured wrist and Rick John- 
son was in pre-contract Siberia. Still 
under contract with Yamaha, but 
recently signed with Honda, John- 
son was set to ride a Pro-Tec four- 
stroke Yamaha. The bike, however, 
didn’t show up on Saturday for prac- 
tice and neither rider nor machine 
showed up for Sunday’s race. 





When the flag dropped to start the 
first heat, it was Team Green stealing 
the limelight in turn one. Ward led 
Howerton with the event’s only Euro- 
pean, Belgian Eric Geboers, third 
into the tarmac hairpin at the end of 
the dragstrip. Ward immediately 
opened up a lead as the pack went 
from pavement to dirt and he never 
looked back. Howerton and Geboers, 
meanwhile, also were at ease with 
their second- and third-place posi- 
tions. Lap three saw new Yamaha 
recruit Jim Holley doing battle with 
Honda's Johnny O'Mara for fifth 
with the duo steadily gaining on 
fourth-placed Brian Manley. 


O'Mara soon disposed of Holley 
and went after Manley on the fifth 
lap, but Manley held on to take 
fourth in the six-lap heat. The three 
direct transfers went to Ward, How- 
erton and Geboers. 


Dirt track heat 


Honda teammates Graham and 
Shobert met for the first time since 
the Sacramento Mile in the dirt track 
heat and they were joined in turn one 
by Mickey Fay and Chris Carr. Gra- 
ham, on a 660cc four-stroke in a chas- 
sis similar to the one on which he 
won the Peoria TT, held the lead at 
the end of the first lap ahead of 
Wood-Rotax-mounted Carr with Fay 
and Shobert close behind. Mike Baker 
held fifth ahead of Steve Eklund. 

Carr moved up to challenge Gra- 
ham to start the third lap and the two 
were quickly joined by Shobert. Carr 
had the horsepower on the tarmac, 
but the Rotax was a handful for the 
Camel Pro Rookie of the Year on 
most of the the dirt sections. He did, 
however, manage to make up time on 
the big dirt sweeper by going in high 
and hard on the cushion. On the fifth 
lap, Shobert took over from Graham 
while Carr found himself on his back 
on the motocross section of the track. 

Graham wasn’t giving up as he 
hounded his teammate to the flag. 
Shobert prevailed with Baker taking 
the final transfer and Eklund finish- 
ing fourth. Carr returned to the pits 
with scrapes on his right elbow, but 
ready for the semi. Speedway star 
“Sudden Sam” Ermolenko was hav- 
ing his problems with the Superbik- 
ers track and ended up ninth in the 
heat.

Road race heat 


Superbike road race phenom Kevin 
Schwantz surprised the field by grab- 
bing the holeshot in the road race 
heat. The Texan, dressed in day-glo 
orange pants and helmet, was fol- 
lowed into turn one by David Aldana. 
Rainey was third with Lawson fourth. 
Rainey, however, wasn’t wasting any 
time and he cruised around the out- 
side of Schwantz in the dirt track 
sweeper while Lawson zapped Aldana 
and shortly after nailed down 
Schwantz. 


At the end of the first lap the order 
read: Rainey, Lawson, Schwantz, Al- 
dana, Kerry Bryant and Scott Gray. 
Lawson started to gain ground on 
Rainey by charging hard and wide, a 
la Chris Carr, into the dirt track 
sweeper. Meanwhile, Aldana caught 
up to Schwantz, but crashed in the 
hairpin prior to going onto the dirt. 

Rainey turned a one-minute, 49- 
second lap on lap three, but Lawson 
turned up the wick and started to 
pressure the Honda rider on the fourth 
lap. Lap five saw Rainey and Lawson 
side-by-side going into the dirt oval 
corner with Lawson on the outside 
and Rainey on the inside. Lawson 
somehow got by on the motocross 
section of the track on the last lap to 
take the win. Schwantz held on to 
third with Aldana remounting for 
fourth place. 


Semi 

Gray, whose first time on a dirt 
bike was only a few days before the 
race, met with disaster on the warm- 
up lap for the semi when he crashed 








— on the dirt. The race, however, 
went on without him and Eklund 
grabbed the holeshot ahead of pole 
sitter Aldana. Eklund, on the White 
Bros. ATK, started to pull away from 
the rest with relative ease. 

A good battle for second was in the 
works as Manley, Aldana, Holley and 
Boody were going at it, but the big 
story was Carr. After starting from 
the third row, the young Californian 
was making up serious time and 
gaining on the lead pack. By lap 
three, Carr had blasted by everyone 
but Eklund, Manley and Holley and 
he wasn’t stopping there. On the last 
lap, Holley shot by Manley going 
into turn one and Carr followed suit 
up the flat-out tarmac hill. At the 
checkers it was Eklund, Holley and 
Carr filling out the final while Man- 
ley could only look to next time. 


Final 


Sunshine turned to cold and windy 
conditions while the riders gridded 
for the final. With ABC doing inter- 
views and retakes prior to the start, 
the final was delayed. “My muscles 
started to seize up,” Lawson later 
said. 

Team Kawasaki had no problems 
with seized muscles as Ward and 
Howerton, once again, led the pack 
into turn one at the start of the 12-lap 
final. Lawson and Rainey were in 
hot pursuit setting up a road race vs. 
motocross showdown. The first lap 
action was fierce as Rainey, Lawson 
and Howerton negotiated the TT 
jump three abreast while chasing 
Ward. Farther back in the pack, 
Geboers went into the hairpin a little

quick and tangled with first Holley 
and then Schwantz. 

The order at the end of the first lap 
read: Ward, Rainey, Lawson, Hower- 
ton, Graham, Shobert and Eklund. 
Lawson, however, took second going 
into the hairpin after drafting Rainey 
up the hill. The two road racers were 
gaining on Ward as Rainey again got 
by Lawson. On the third lap, Ward 
turned a 1:48.9 lap, but Lawson was 
by Rainey and visibly gaining on the 
leader. 

On the fourth go-around, Lawson 
took the lead for the first time as he 
went by Ward on the dirt sweeper. 
The 1984 World Champion seemed 
determined to regain his Superbikers 
title and started to open up a lead. 
Ward, while losing ground to the 
Yamaha pilot, was steadily pulling 
away from Rainey. By. lap seven, 
Lawson had a 3.7-second lead on 
Ward as Howerton was beginning to 
threaten Rainey. 

The Team Honda dirt track duel 
was shaping up as Graham and Sho- 
bert were swapping positions every 
lap. Up front, Lawson was in the 








cruise control mode while lapping in 
the low one-minute, 47-second range. 
Howerton got by Rainey to start the 
ninth lap and began to charge after a 
fading Ward. The semi-retired How- 
erton powered by Ward on the 10th 
lap and the scuffle allowed Rainey to 
also gain on the 250cc National Moto- 
cross and Supercross champion. 

On the last lap, Rainey got Ward 
on the dirt oval sweeper and held him 
off to finish third. Lawson took a 
six-second lead to the checkers witha 
rejuvenated Howerton taking second. 
The battle for fifth went to Graham 
with Shobert holding on for sixth. 
Seventh place went to Eklund fol- 
lowed by Carr, Geboers, Schwantz 
and Baker. 

“I enjoyed it until the last lap,” 
Lawson said. “On the last lap it was 
‘Okay dummy, don’t fall off.” e

The final round of the Continental Motos- 
port Club, Skoal Bandit/U.S. Suzuki-spon-

ship titles. Drey Dircks, who

500ccchampionships. Another Honda 
rider, Scott Brown, claimed the 80cc 
Expert class championship with a 
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Bret Cahors rode consistently all series long and picked up the 250cc class

third overall. 

Dircks, Cahors, Simons and Brown 
might’ve clinched championship 
titles today, but the fastest riders on 
the rough track were Shaun Kalos, 
Gordon Ward and Phil Larson. Kalos 
— who missed his first Trans-Cal 
win of the series after leading all but 
the last two laps last week at Ascot — 
came back and nailed the 125cc over- 
all with a 1-2 score. Willie Surratt, 
whose Honda seized on the first lap 
in the first moto, came from behind 
to win the second moto. Yamaha 
rider Ward picked up his first major 
motocross win of his career by domi- 
nating both 250cc motos. Ward blitzed 
his way through the pack after a 10th- 
place start to win the first moto and 
topped the second by leading from 
start to finish. Larson didn’t have any 
problems controlling both 500cc 
motos, especially when factory Husq- 
varna rider Micky Dymond dropped 
out for the day in the first moto with 
mechanical problems. 

Brown completely dominated the 
80cc Expert class all series long, and 
he picked up the class championship 
today with a third overall. Brown 
motored to the first moto win, and all 
he had to do in the second was finish 
in the top 12 to claim the champion- 
ship, which he did. Brown went 1-5 
for the day, while Yamaha-mounted 
Chris Young went 2-2 to pick up 
today’s class win. Young finished 
second in the series, eight points 
ahead of Yamaha rider Shane Trittler, 
275-267. Brown earned 294 points. 

There was no suprise when ATK- 
mounted Randy Rodriguez wrapped 
up the Vet Pro class championship. 
Up until the Hungry Valley race, 
he’d won every single Vet Pro event. 
He ended the series in style by sweep- 
ing both motos after dicing with 
first-time Trans-Cal entrant, Honda 
rider Kenny Zahrt, to keep his win 
record spotless. 


125cc Pro 
Kawasaki rider Terry Fowler led 


the pack after the first lap at the start 
of the first 125cc Pro moto, but Kalos, 








Kawasaki rider Doug O’Donnell, 
Keith O’Neal, Suzuki’s Mike Healey 
and Tim Rutherford closely pursued. 
Fowler, Kalos and O’Donnell quickly 
pulled away from the rest of the pack, 
while Healey pressured O’Neal from 
behind. The three leaders remained 
handlebar-to-handlebar for another 
lap before Kalos snuck by Fowler and 
started to pull away slightly. By the 
fifth lap, four riders were hungry for 
second — Fowler, O’Donnell, O’Neal 
and Healey; Kalos wanted no part of 
it. The 14-year-old Honda rider kept 
inching his way farther and farther 
ahead, while the battle over second 
raged on. O’Donnell made an attempt 
to pass Fowler through a straight, 
but the move backfired. O’Donnell 
pulled along side of Fowler and out- 
jumped him into second, but when 
O’Donnell landed from the jump, he 
got out of shape, swapped, and crashed 
out of contention. A lap later, O’Neal 
dropped out of the race making the 
top five Kalos, Fowler, Healey, Dircks 
and Kawasaki rider John Conney. 

By this time, Kalos enjoyed a very 
secure lead, while Dircks was on the 
move. Dircks motored by Healey and 
set after Fowler. Two laps from the 
finish, Dircks had reeled in the Kawa- 
saki rider and passed him, but there 
was no time left for Dircks to catch 
the already-gone Kalos. Kalos easily 
took the win, followed by Dircks, 
Healey, Fowler, Conney, Kenny Clif- 
ton (Suz) and O’Donnell. 

Heading into the second moto (the 
final race of the series), Dircks held a 
slim one-point lead over Robert 
Naughton, who placed 14th in the 
moto, and Honda rider Ed Arnet 
(who placed ninth), 323-322. The 
fourth and fifth spots were held by 
Kalos (321) and O'Donnell (318). Only 
five points separated the top five 
riders. 

Fowler once again jammed to the 
front of the pack at the start of moto 
two, but Kalos, O’Donnell, Dircks, 
Ron Turner (Cag) and Surratt 
weren’t far behind. Kalos moved into 
the lead during the second lap, and as 
he had done in the first moto, started

pulling away. For the next three laps, 
Fowler, O'Donnell, Turner, Dircks 
and Surratt traded places a number of 
times before things began settling 
down with Kalos leading the way, 
Fowler in second, Dircks third, Sur- 
ratt fourth and Kurt Henricksen fifth. 

By this time, it was obvious that 
Surratt was the fastest rider on the 
track. Halfway through the race, 
Dircks passed Fowler and a turn 
later, Surratt passed them both for 
second. Surratt held the throttle wide 
open and started chipping away at 
Kalos’ lead. With two laps remain- 
ing, Surratt was glued to Kalos’ rear 
fender. A few turns before taking the 
white flag, Surratt jammed to the 
outside of Kalos through the camel- 
back section and took over the lead. 
Surratt went on to take the win, fol- 
lowed by Kalos, Dircks, Arnet and 
Henricksen. Kalos took the overall, 
but Dircks finished second overall 
and clinched the championship, seven 
points over Arnet. Kalos finished 
third in the series with 359, while 
Naughton and O’Donnell rounded 
out the top five. 

“I'm so happy,” said Dircks, “I 
can't believe it! That was a nervous 
second moto for me, but I did it. I 
want to thank my sponsors Lancer 
Leathers, Sunnyslope Honda, Pro 
Circuit, PJ1 and Scott Goggles. With- 
out them I couldn't have done it.” 


250cc Pro 

Holeshot artist Fowler jammed into 
the lead at the start of the first 250cc 
moto narrowly ahead of Yamaha 
rider Billy Frank, Honda-mounted 
Joe Wright and Yamaha pilot Ron 
Watmore. At the end of the first lap, 
Frank pulled off the track with me- 
chanical problems. He re-entered for 
half the race before finally packing it 
in for the day. This gave second to 
Wright, who put the pressure on 
Fowler. Back in fourth was Russ 
Wageman and Eddie Hicks. Fowler 
and Wright dueled for the lead, while 
Ward was making up for a poor start; 
the Malcolm Smith-sponsored rider 
had passed Hicks for third by the fifth 
lap. Two laps later, Ward was dog- 
ging Wright for second. But Wright 
then decided to make his move and 
passed Fowler up a long, straight 
hill, but went too wide in the follow- 
ing turn, letting Fowler retake the 
lead. Shortly thereafter, Ward found 
daylight and shot by Wright, then 
did the same to Fowler a lap later. 
Once into the lead, Ward started pul- 
ling away, while Fowler and Wright 








fought over second. Two laps from 
the finish, Wright slipped into second, 
but Fowler once again retaliated a 
few turns later. Ward went on to take 
the win, followed by Fowler, Wright, 
Hicks, Kelly Andris (Hon), Watmore, 
Wageman and Cahors. 

Eight points separated series points 
leader Cahors from Yamaha rider 
Wageman at the start of the second 
moto, but it was Ward who pulled 
the holeshot ahead of Wright, Wage- 
man, Hicks, Cahors and Watmore. 
Ward quickly jumped to a comfort- 
able lead, while Hicks jammed into 
third after passing Wageman. From 
then on, the top five riders stayed 
fairly spread out. The only pass made 
within the top six took place three 
laps from the finish when Watmore 
slipped by Cahors for fifth. Ward eas- 
ily won the moto and took the over- 
all. Wright took second for second 
overall, while Hicks, Wageman, Os- 
well, Watmore and Cahors rounded 
out the top seven. Cahors wrapped 
up the title with four points to spare 
over Wageman, 353-349. Third in the 
series went to Wright (333), followed 
by Watmore (300) and Oswell (291). 

“I'm really happy,” said Cahors. 
“It's been a long series, and after 
crashing last week at Ascot, I didn't 
know if I was going to do it. I have to 
thank my sponsors Jim Bellam (Marin 
Motorsports), Ted Cabral (Moto 
Works) and Interlink.” 


500cc Pro 


Kawasaki rider Phil Larson was 
unstoppable in both 500cc motos, 
but Husqvarna’s Dymond looked to 
have a shot at Larson early in the first 
moto before taking a DNF. Larson 
stole the holeshot ahead of Dymond, 
Greg Zitterkopf, Jimmy Ellis and ser- 
ies points leader Simons. For the first 
five laps, Larson was steadily pulling 
away from Dymond — about one 
second a lap. Then the tables turned 
— Dymond started gaining on Lar- 
son a second a lap. When Dymond 
was within four seconds of Larson, 
his Husky came to a sudden stop. “It 
threw a rod,” said Dymond. “It threw 
a rod during practice too, but we 
replaced it with a newly-designed rod 
that, I guess, needs more testing.” 

When Dymond dropped out, Sim- 
ons inherited second after passing 
Ellis earlier in the race. Larson cruised 
to the moto win, while Simons took 
second. Ellis, Zitterkopf, M-Star- 
mounted Allen Berluti and Greg Tor- 
gerson (Hus) rounded out the top 
seven.

Going into the second moto, Sim- 
ons only had to complete at least half 
the race to clinch the championship. 
Larson once again captured the hole- 
shot with Simons in pursuit. In third 
was Berluti, followed by Ellis, Zitter- 
kopf and Torgerson. During the third 
lap, Zitterkopf dove inside Ellis in a 
turn then blitz by Berluti. A turn 
later, Ellis also passed Berluti and 
that was it. Larson enjoyed a huge 
lead, while Simons held a comfort- 
able margin over Zitterkopf. Five 
seconds behind Zitterkopf followed 
Ellis. For the rest of the moto, posi- 
tions stayed the same with Larson 
taking the win. Simons cruised home 
in second, which was more than 
enough to capture the class cham- 
pionship. “It might be kind've a 
small-time championship,” said 
Simons, “but for a small-time per- 
son, I'm really happy. I really have to 
thank Jim Hale from AXO Sports- 
wear; without him, I couldn't have 
done it. He bought my bike for me 
and really helped me out." 


80cc Expert 

After winning the first 80cc Expert 
moto, all that Honda rider Brown 
had to do was place in the top 12 in 
the second moto to wrap up the class 
championship. Brown played it safe 
at the start of the moto and trailed the 
pack after rounding the first turn, let- 
ting Yamaha riders Colin Karcher 
and Chris Young dice it out for the 
lead. The two riders were handlebar- 
to-handlebar for the first few laps 
before Karcher started pulling away. 
Back in third was Yamaha rider Trit- 
tler, who was feeling heavy pressure 
from another Yamaha pilot, Paul 
Winn. Winn chased Trittler through- 
out the moto before crashing on the 
last lap over a jump, knocking the 
wind out of him and putting an end 
to his day. Karcher went on to take 
the win, but it wasn’t enough to beat 
Young's consistent 2-2 scores. Karcher 
went 4-1 to captured second overall, 
while third went to Brown, who tal- 
lied a championship-clinching 1-5 
score. Shane Trittler combined a 5-3 
total to nail fourth overall. 


Vet Pro 
ATK rider Rodriguez did what he’s 
been doing all series long — win- 


ning. Rodriguez captured his seventh 
overall win in the seven-race series. 
Today he had to contend with Vet 
Pro newcomer, Kenny Zahrt, who 
was piloting a CR250 Honda. In the 
final moto of the series, Zahrt cap- 
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tured the holeshot and led for four 
laps before Rodriguez thumped by 
the leader through a switchback sec- 
tion. From then on, the moto was all 
Rodriguez’s — he gradually pulled 
away from Zahrt, who was followed 
by Kawasaki KX125-mounted Paul 
Thede. But Thede eventually was 
sidelined with a flat rear tire, hand- 
ing third to Yamaha YZ490-mounted 
Jon Miller. A long ways back in 
fourth was Alan Olson, riding a 
Suzuki RM250. 

Rodriguez went on to win the 
moto and take the Vet Pro cham- 
pionship. Zahrt finished second over- 
all with a 2-2 score, while Miller 
settled for third with a 3-3 tally. A 5-4 
combination gave Olson fourth. e

Part 10: Race day tips for the 
winning edge 


How to be a MX Star 


By David Bailey with Thomas Scott 


Over many successful years of moto- 
cross racing I've developed a routine 
that I follow on race day, one which 
will give me the best edge possible. I 
like things to be as predictable as pos- 
sible on race day, and a haphazard 
approach to racing will never give 
you the proper atmosphere for a good 
performance. 

The first thing to do is to try to 
remember a bit about the track you're 
going to — if you've been there before 
— or talk to others who have raced 
there. Learn where the good places to 
eat are; make sure you know where to 
get breakfast early on race day. Find 
out where the best place to stay is 
nearest the track, and find a place to 
ride prior to the race. Sometimes you 
can ride on the track before race day, 
so check that out. 

Try to be as prepared as possible 
the week of the race. Whether I'm 
racing a National or a supercross, I 
always try to duplicate my regular 
sleeping pattern that I use at home, 
especially when I travel to different 
time zones. At supercrosses, I’ve seen 
many of the riders make the mistake 
of going to bed early the night before 
the race. The main event sometimes 
doesn't run until 10:30 or 11:00 p.m., 
and that’s when the riders who went 
to bed early are ready for a nap! The 
night before a supercross, I like to 
stay up late, play a few video games at 
the hotel, and sleep in later in the 
morning. That way I'm fresh and 
ready to go at main-event time. 





At Nationals, there aren’t always 
accommodations close to the race 
track, so you might end up getting up 
at 5:30 the morning of the race. Switch 
your hours during the week so that 
you're getting up early, so that you'll 
be able to get your head in gear and 
think on race day. Keep a restaurant 
in mind that opens early, because I’ve 
made the mistake of showing up ata 
place for breakfast that wasn't open. I 
ended up going without breakfast, 
and then your nutritional balance 
isn’t right for racing. 

Eating habits are very important. 
Don't change your diet on race day, 
eat the same type of foods you’ve been 
eating all week. One time I ate poorly 
all week for breakfast, stuff like Inter- 
national House of Pancakes straw- 
berry waffles with whipped cream. 
Then on race day I decided to eat 
right: Oatmeal with bananas, dry 
toast, fresh squeezed orange juice and 
a glass of milk. You're better off to 
stay with whatever it is you've eaten 
all week, or your stomach will let you 
know about it, like mine did that 
morning! Your body can't take a 
quick change of food, be it bad to 
good or good to bad, so stick with a 
regular diet, hopefully one that’s 
beneficial. 

When I'm in town early, I like to 
eat my meals at the same restaurant, 
one that has meals that agree with 
me. If I feel good after eating at a 
certain place on Saturday, I know I 
won'thave any problems in that area 
on Sunday. 





Follow the weather forecasts a few 
days before the race. Riders who 
don't follow the weather wake up on 
race day and look outat the rain, and 
they aren’t prepared. More important 
than that is your attitude. If you wake 
up Sunday morning and had no idea 
it was going to rain, your day is pretty 
much ruined right from the start. It’s 
important to have a positive outlook, 
so if it’s going to be burning hot or 
wet and muddy, you can prepare for 
those conditions. If it's going to be 
muddy, think about some fun times 
you've had in the mud, and you'll 
find yourself in a better frame of 
mind when the rain hits. 

Before you're at the races, run 
through the track layout in your 
mind. Remember or ask others how 
the track was prepared for practice. 
Sometimes promoters will have the 
track sprinklers going pretty heavy, 
and there will be big mud puddles at 
different spots. It doesn't do your atti- 
tude much good to hit one of these 
puddles in practice and soak your 
bike and riding gear, so try to remem- 
ber where these trouble spots exist. 

Fifteen or 20 minutes after practice 
begins, go out and take a look at the 
track. Lines will start setting up by 
then, so you'll get an idea of how the 
track will best be attacked. You can 
be a step ahead of everyone else by 
remembering which lines were best 
in the second moto the last time you 
were at the track. If you can pick up 
on things two or three laps sooner 
than others, you'll have an edge. 

If you haven't been to the track 
before, get a few different opinions 
on what the track is like. Sometimes, 
someone will tell me a track is solid 
sand, and when I get there it’s rock 
hard. Think about the suspension 
settings you'll be needing, and start 
organizing your thoughts. 

Get to the track early so that you 
get a good parking space. Get fairly 
close to the starting line, so that you 
don’t have to run through the pits 
every time you want to see the racing 
schedule or when they post the quali- 
fier finishes. Try to park fairly close 
to the rest rooms. You don't need to 
be hiking through the pits to use the 
bathrooms, and if you're like I am, 
you need to go once or twice right 
before each race. 

If youcan park where you can see a 
portion of the track, that’s good. 
After your race you can sit down and 
relax and keep an eye on the track to 
watch for changing conditions and 
lines. From the start of practice on, 
the track will be changing, so pay 
attention. Always watch other riders 
for their lines, especially in practice. 
Sometimes I'll pull off the track and 
watch, and I'll try to hide myself a bit 
so they can't see me as easily. Some- 
times another top rider will take an 
inside line or jump something, and it 
will look so simple you can't believe 
you didn’t figure it out. If you havea 
section dialed in from the start of the 
moto, you'll have a definite edge. 

Watch the gate before the ‘first 
moto, so that you'll know how long 
they hold the gate after the turn the 
card sideways. See if the gate man is 
consistent with his timing, so that 


you'll know how long you'll have to 


hold your clutch after you put your 
bike in gear. Make sure you know 
where you want to start from on the 
gate, so that you'll have the best 
chance possible of making it to the 
first turn in the lead. 

I take all of these approaches to 
race day preparation and sort them 
out into a lifestyle that seems to give 
me an advantage over most of the 
competition. Thinking ahead to your 
day at the races will help you focus on 
doing the best you can whenever you 
motocross, and that will get you one 
step closer to being a MX Star! e

Most riders acknowledged the 
deceiving ease of the short course (by 
National standards) while at the same 
time criticizing it for being so rider- 
infested and difficult to pass on in 
tight areas. Unseasonably warm and 
humid weather — in the 70s — prom- 
ised a welcome relief from the cold, 
wet autumn season. Many riders 
wanted rain to “settle” the course and 
they got their wish with a steady rain- 
fall Saturday night. 

“Tt looks like it will be hard to pass. 
The start will be important," said 
Ballard on Saturday. 

Hyde chipped in on Sunday morn- 
ing: “With this rain it looks OK. It's a 
short course, but good for spectators.” 

Of his main competition, Hyde 
said, “Martin's been a real good 
competitor all year. This 10-race ser- 
ies is down to this one.” 

Hyde was racing the same Husky 
he had been using throughout the 
previous rounds. But his Can-Am 
counterparts were using Saturday 
afternoon to do some preliminary 
testing. Ballard was dialing in a 1986 
350 ASE mount which had a modi- 
fied air box and “different rear sus- 
pension valving and spring.” Martin 
was breaking in a 280cc liquid-cooled 
prototype '87 model. 

Shortly before 12:30 p.m. Sunday, 
the first wave of riders — Open and 
250cc — left with the drop of the flag. 
Ballard, Hyde, Brown and Martin 
were out front followed by the 125, 
200cc, Four-stroke, Senior and Super 
Senior waves at 30-second intervals. 

Coming out of the first wooded 
section and traveling a path into 
another, bad luck struck Ballard 
which would end his ride for the day. 

“Hyde and I crashed together into 
a tree, I smashed my bike up quite 
good. I bent the fork, the sub-frame 
and the handlebars,”’ Ballard said as 
he limped about the pits, Later in the 
race, Hyde would also crash on one of 
the hills, setting him back further. 

This reshuffling of the front- 
runners had Brown in front followed 
by Hyde, Gladwin Cycle's Keen and 
Martin all just seconds apart at the 
end of lap one. 

Reigning National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham was out of 
contention on the first lap when his 
Husky’s kickstarter broke and he had 
to pit for approximately 15 minutes 
to repair it. His pit time cost him a 
lap at the leader’s pace. Later in the 
race, after a strong effort to make up 
ground, he retired. 











inherited the lead on the 10th of 12 
laps when leader Kevin Brown crashed 
his Athens Sport Cycle/T&T/Smith 
Goggles/Hi-Point-supported Yam- 
aha YZ490. Martin’s victory margin 
was an unofficial 50 seconds, and he 
averaged 15 minutes per 5.5-mile lap. 

Husky-mounted Mike Keen, Honda 
development rider Drew Smith and 
Husky rider Fred Hoess rounded out 
the top five overall behind Martin 
and Hyde. Brown finished sixth de- 
spite sustaining a possible broken 
foot in the crash. 

A jubilant Martin said after the 
race, “The series boiled down to the 
last lap of the last race to determine 
the champ.” 

Martin and Hyde came into the 
final round tied in points for the 
overall title, while defending National 
Champion Geoff Ballard, Martin’s 
teammate, trailed them by a mere six 
points. The title would fall among 
those three with Ballard having an 
outside chance if the leaders either 
DNF or finished fourth or lower. 

“The luck of the draw was good as 
the Open class went first; if the 250s 
had gone first the results may have 
been different," Martin said in retro- 
spect, referring to the course which 
had been laid out by the Central Ohio 
Competition Riders. 

The three-wave, dead-engine start 
had the riders begin on the motocross 
track then snake into the woods for 
90% of the course and then return to 
the motocross track for the trip 
through the scoring barrels. 





The top five riders remained con- 
stant throughout the first 10 laps 
with Brown having a consistent three- 
to five-second lead on Martin and the 
two were slowly pulling away from 
Hyde, Keen, Smith and Jeff Russell. 


Racing through the tight trails 
made passing very difficult and some 
of the hills were downright vicious. 
Therain might have settled the course, 
but the pounding of 160 riders 
throughout the afternoon reduced 
many spots to a grope-and-find situa- 
tion. Martin said there was one spot 
where he saw riders going backwards. 

Brown, a week after finishing the 
Spanish ISDE had no problems estab- 
lishing his superiority by keeping 
well ahead of Martin and Hyde until 
the 10th lap, when he crashed and 
smashed his foot. 

“T’ve never won one of these things 
and I always hurt myself,” said a 
dejected Brown, who still managed 
to finish the race on the same lap as 
Martin. 

“I had to really work to get the 
spare parts off the Six Days bike to get 
one together for this race," Brown 
added. 

The methodical Martin was just 
seconds back, cruised past Brown, 
and rode error-free for the remainder 
of the race. Fresh from his Six Days 
trip, winner Martin finished about 50 
seconds ahead of Hyde. 

“This series was good for specta- 
tors and good for the sport," said 
Martin. “The more I ride, the better. 
It helps me dial in the machine. 

“The 280 ran surprisingly well. 
This is the first race on the liquid- 
cooled experimental bike. It had a 
‘few problems, but none worth men- 
tioning.” 

Not one to take anything away 
from his competition, Martin said, 
“Brown is so bloody strong. He was 
stuck ina mud hole and just pulled it 
out. He wasn’t winded at all." 

The final overall point standings 
show Martin the champ with 157 
points followed by Hyde at 152 and 
Ballard with 133. 

A dejected Hyde sat by his bike in 
the pits and offered no excuses for his 
performance. ‘Basically, John just 
rode faster," Hyde said. Hyde had no 
mechanical problems — although he 
did take a couple of spills. “If the 
rider had worked as well as the bike, I 
would have won.” 

Mike Treadway rode away with the 
Four-stroke championship with a win 
over Robert Ruby. Coming into the 
final round. Honda XR350-mounted 
Treadway had a 10-point lead on 
Alan Barker and nearly lapped him 
as Barker finished fifth. 

Randy Kline took the 200cc class 
win by outrunning Tony Hendon 
and Paul Lemon. All were Yamaha- 
mounted. 

Hendon by virtue of his second 
place finish, took the class cham- 
pionship on his Town and Country 
Yamaha-backed mount, despite the 
use of only one gear. “I sheared a pin 
in the gearbox and had to ride in 
second gear all day. I had no prob- 
lems in the woods, but I got blown 
away on the MX part," said Hendon.

Honda-mounted Brian Ensey and Kawasaki 
pilot Matt Harrison claimed wins in the 80cc 
Beginner division one and two classes today 
at the second and final supercross round 


during Continental Motosport

Trans-Cal Series at Ascot Park. 


Ensey easily won both division one | 


motos, while Harrison used a 2-1 
combination to clinch the division 
two class win. 

In the first division-one moto, 
Yamaha rider Rusty Rust blew out of 
the gate and into the lead at the start, 
while Kenny Madder (Kaw), David 
Parker (Yam), Ensey and Brandon 
Mastippolito (Hon) closely followed. 
By the second lap, Ensey had already 
motored into the second position and 
started pressuring the leader, Rust. 
For the next two laps, the two leaders 
banged handlebars a few times before 
Ensey moved to the outside and passed 
Rustin a straight. Once into the lead, 
Ensey pulled away slightly, while 
Madder started to hound Rust. The 
top three riders stayed close for the 
remainder of the race, with Ensey 
crossing the checkered flag in first, 
followed by Rust, Madder, Ken Smith

Madder jumped into the early lead 
at the start of the second moto with

rison, Espita and Bleecher. 

Once again, Parrent stole the hole- 
shot at the start of the second moto 
with Rood hot on his tracks. Unfor- 
tunately for Rood, the Kawasaki rider 
gave it a little bit too much throttle 
through a hard-packed, slick turn 
and slid out, dropping to the rear of 
the pack. This gave the second spot to 
Harrison, who started reeling in Par- 
rent. A ways back in third and fourth 
were Jason Kihorian (Yam) and 
Kefatas. 

While Harrison was pressuring 
Parrent for the lead, Parrent crashed 
and dropped to third. This gave Har- 
rison a huge lead over Kefatas, who 
moved into second after passing Kih- 
orian a lap earlier. Harrison went on 
to take the moto win and the overall, 
while Kefatas crossed the checkered 
flag in second. Third went to Par- 
rent, followed by Bleecher and Espita. 

Yamaha rider Kenny Maddox traded 
moto wins with Honda-mounted 
Steve Piattoni in the 250cc Interme- 
diate division one class. Maddox won 
the tie-breaking second moto to claim 
the overall, while Honda rider Ty 
Davis continued to dominate every 
250cc Intermediate moto he’s entered 
so far this series by winning division 
two; this time, however, he had to 
work hard it. 

Maddox was the first rider to enter 
the first turn at the start of the first 
division-one moto, but was second 
coming out. Piattoni blitzed by Mad- 
dox and immediately jumped out toa 
commanding lead. Following the two 
front-runners in third was Suzuki 
rider Gilbert Valdez, with Cagiva 
rider Glen Gordy and Husqvarna- 
mounted Mike Hooker. When things 
started settling down, Hooker started 
dogging Gordy for fourth, but his bid 
for that position came to an abrupt 
end when his Husky lost compres- 
sion. With Piattoni pulling away, 
Valdez was less than a bikelength 
behind Maddox near the halfway 
point, but the Suzuki rider started 
dropping off the pace and lost sight 
of Maddox. Piattoni kept both wheels 
on the ground to take the win, fol- 
lowed by Maddox, Valdez, Gordy and 
Honda rider David Potter. 

The start of moto two was a carbon 
copy of the first with Maddox steal- 
ing the holeshot, but with one excep- 





tion — Maddox didn’t let Piattoni 
sneak by like he did earlier. Instead, 
Maddox held on to the lead and was 
pulling away from Piattoni by the 
third lap. Gordy was third for the 
first two laps before Kawasaki rider 
Loren Pochrowski motored by. Even- 
tually Maddox opened up his lead to 
a sizeable margin and crossed the 
checkered flag out in front, taking the 
overall. Second overall and second in 
the moto fell to Piattoni, while Poch- 
rowski finished third for fifth overall. 
Valdez used a 3-4 combination to 
wrap up third overall. 

The first division-two moto was a 
Davis affair — the Honda rider blasted 
into the lead at the drop of the gate 
and never looked back. Last week's 
Madera supercross winner, Kawasaki- 
mounted Doug Belcher, held on to 
second for the first few laps before 
Yamaha rider Joe Melton slipped by. 
Belcher stayed close to Melton for the 
rest of the moto but couldn't make a 
pass. Davis easily won the moto ahead 
of Melton, Belcher and Honda riders 
Jeff Reynolds and Tim Whitlock. 

Moto two wasn't so easy for Davis. 
He did grab the holeshot but went 
too wide in the first turn, letting Phil 
Douglas (Hon) and Melton by on the 
inside. Douglas led for two laps before 
Melton and Davis both passed the 
leader in one move. From then on, it 
was a two-way duel for the lead. 
Davis pressured Melton in every turn, 
but Melton stayed tough and wouldn't 
give an inch. It wasn’t until the final 
lap that Davis made his move through 
the whoops and out-dragged Melton 
to the next turn. Melton stayed close 
but couldn’t retake Davis by the 
checkered flag. Reynolds finished 
third ahead of Whitlock and Douglas. 

In the Vet Intermediate class, Bruce 
Winfree (Hon, 250) roosted into the

Out of retirement 
and into La 
Carrera — south 
of the border!

Cliff Carr was a professional road racer before his retirement in 1976; he came 
from his native England to the U.S. to ride Kawasakis (tuned by Kevin Cameron) 
for Arlington Motor Sports in 1971-1973, and led many nationals only to DNF; 
Carr landed a works Kawasaki ride with teammates Gary Nixon, Art Baumann 
and Yvon DuHamel in 1973. In 1974, Carr joined Nixon and Paul Smart riding 
works Suzukis; in 1975-1976 he rode Formula 750 in Europe for the Harris- 
Everton Racing Team, and his last race was at Riverside International Raceway 
in Riverside, California in 1976. That is, his last race until La Carrera, an 
on-the-road race across Baja California, held October 5. This is Carr's account of 


the race . . . Editor. 


I decided weeks ago, I needed to race — 
somehow, somewhere. Cycles were in my 
blood — and notin my life. It all started while 
sitting around at Loyal Truesdale’s house, 


and deciding we needed some 
new racing stories. The girls 
were real tired of our daring 
feats of days ago, the Montjuich 
Park 24-hour madness, cars in the 
ocean at Daytona were old hat, and 
then the Hailwood lap of the Isle of 
Man tape was worn out. We were 
ready for some new stuff! 

Loyal had entered “La Carrera” 
months ago. It was time for a mini- 
adventure. La Carrera appealed daily. 
What better than a closed-road, point- 
to-point Mexican “run what ya 
brung” race across 145 miles of black 
top from San Felipe to Ensenada? 
Thumpers up to 608cc across the flat 
lands and mountains of Baja — 





sounded exciting enough to me! I 
booked vacation days at the office — 
just in case! 

It looked like it was still going to 
happen. Loyal had just heard from 
Eduardo Leon (the promoter); he was 
on his way to Los Angeles, California 
the weekend before the race to rees- 
tablish contact with the Gringos. His 
phone and building in Mexico City 
had been put out of commission by 
the earthquake! Remember?! 

Sure sounded like a real road race 
might be on! Come Friday morning I 
was pumped, and started on the first 
race! Dial-A-Bike. I had to see if I 
could get some equipment! A sponsor! 

By Friday night, Mel Moore at 
Kawasaki said he hada stock KL600 I

could take advantage of on the old 
U.K./U.S.A. lend-lease program! 
Buchanans could lace suitable rims, 
and Racecrafters had the hot-set-up 
on tires. My old mate, and ex-British 
champ, Martin Carney, said he'd come 
and crew for me — and, son-of-a- 
bitch, I had a pair of leathers that 
would still fit! 

Eduardo appeared Sunday morn- 
ing, and a pleasant day was had by 
all, poolside. We heard the incredible 
stories of months and months of 
organization, governmental and tour- 
ist board politicking. Stringent police 
and safety rules to be accommodated. 
A tale unfolded of great commitment 
and determination to make “a vision” 
happen — for the sport of it all! The 
organizers, with their office and homes 
in ruins, were determined the race 
would go on! There was no doubt in 
our minds now, we would be there! 
We'd filla camper with all our buddies 
and their bucks, and be on our way to 
help our Mexican friends — come 
hell or high water. Eduardo (and as it 
turned out later, all of his committee) 
revealed himself as a man of unbridled 
enthusiasm, great warmth with an 
honest Mexican smile that wouldn't 


_ quit! They, the organizers, surely had 


last-minute panics going on, but we'd 
do this one for the promoter. Never 
mind the purse. I couldn't wait to get 
to the freedom of Baja. I had feelings 
of eager anticipation I hadn’t expe- 
rienced since getting my entry accept- 
ed for my first club race at Oulton 
Park in 1961. 

As had always been the case, get- 
ting organized expanded to fill the 
time available. My KL600 racer, tuned, 
tired and street-checked, was ready, 
come noon on Thursday, October 3. 
We were due to leave at 1:00 p.m.! 

Loyal’s sponsored mount had a last- 
minute fork-tuning job the same 
morning. In fine Truesdale fashion, 
he had loaned a new customer his 
BMW in return for the guy’s Ascot. 
Loyal had told Mr. X he wanted a 
pocket racer to doa “little high speed 
canyon cruising.” All's fair in love 
and racing — Mr. X got the Honda 
back with his last street crash straight- 
ened out, and a new SuperTrapp 
exhaust. And the bike got to have fun 
in Mexico. Loyal got a rent-a-racer. 

We collected our U-Haul camper 
and trailer, heeding the warning not 
to cross the border when we were 
“dirt riding in Arizona” — insurance 
and rescue crews don’t go south of the 
border, you know. U-Haul set the 
mood for an exciting trip. The trailer 
hitch came loose on the Ventura Free- 
way and provided a trailer tango 
show at 55 mph for all to see — and 
try to avoid! Hell, if it hadn't been for 
racer reactions and quick wits getting 
through three lanes of traffic to the 
shoulder, those U-Haul people 
could've been U-Hauled off to law- 
suit city. Highway 101 would have 
had their 5x8-foot trailer billboard 
amongst a pile of crashed commuter 
cars. I relieved myself of any guilt I 
had of taking their rig over the border 
right there and then at the Mobil sta- 
tion as I changed my shorts, and the 
U-Haul crew put on a hitch they 
promised would stay put for our little 
holiday! 

So the two holiday racers rounded 
up the crew of “cien por ciento ami- 
gos" to embark upon the coast-to- 
coast one-way trophy dash. 

“Nuge"' (Chris Nugent of Vetter 
and Honda of Hollywood fame) was 
ready. He was between positions and 
had some time available for a trip. 
This little jaunt would test his recent 
vows of moderation to the max. How- 
ever, it would give him the opportun- 
ity to wear his white Miami Vice 
look-alike kit for senoritas in a for- 
eign clime. Nuge was ready. 


Walt Richey popped up the hill to 





Loyal’s in a heartbeat. He was always 
up for telling a story, hearing a story, 
or making one. Walt remembered the 
first time he'd been talked into going 
to the races with Loyal, while visit- 
ing from New Jersey. 

L.T. “Wanna go to a 12-hour race 
this weekend?”’ 

W.R. “Sound like fun, I need a 
ride on my R69S.” 

L.T. “R69S?! Wanna enter a race 
this weekend?! 

W.R. “Sounds like fun." 

Well, his BMW had a cylinder sur- 
gically removed, and Walt was an 
instant southern California resident. 
It was fun. La Carrera would be fun, 
too. Honda TL125, Springsteen tapes 
and our pit tools in hand — Walt was 
ready. 

Joe put everything on hold for a 
few days and “let out." He hadn't 
been to the road races in a while. One 
of Loyal’s parties was too good to 
miss. He'd risk the water, race the 
damper and do R&D for the big four 
— relative to how they could put fac- 
tory teams with super stars on sin- 
gles, into this race in years to come. 
Joe, ready as ever to get to the races. 
“Can we win?” 

“Always — here’s the way to doit.” 

Laurie was the last conscript. She 
was full of fun, and would observe a 
slice of life new to her. Having a 
“works tomato” along would at least 
remind us to clean our teeth and take 
showers. She was sure this adventure 
article would get her published in 
Cosmo. She was ready. 

Carn and I hadn’t been on a trip 
since we both gotan entry at my wed- 
ding — three years ago. We both 
DNF that one. We were looking for- 
ward to a yarn or two about Brands, 
the Island, the Continental Circus 
and every seize story in the book! 
Well, here we were; from the M-1 
Motorway Cafe — on the way to Mal- 
lory; to the border of San Ysidro on 
the way to San Felipe. Racing for the 
sport — a few giggles, a few jars and 
maybe a dolly or two. And, of course, 
we must win for the Queen and coun- 
try! “The Carn” was ready! 

So, we thought we'd go to Hus- 
song's in Ensenada "just for one" on 
Thursday night. Drive the circuit in 
reverse the next morning. Secret strat- 
egy, this way we could commit all the 
corners to memory — just like Mike 
Hailwood, or somebody, used to do 
it. Dream on, right? 

I realized quickly as we started out 
on “the circuit" — every mph would 
count heavily! We were talking a 100- 
mile drag strip here, attached to 30 
miles of curves and 15 miles of kinks. 
I wondered if our thumpers were 
built for this stuff. Time to see what 
the bikes went like, we pulled the 
mounts out of the trailer and rode the 
last 30 miles into San Felipe, a won- 
derful little oasis and gateway to the 
Sea of Cortez. After our short time 
there, Carn and I determined to go 
back soon with Jet Skis, dirt bikes, 
and a couple ot birds tor a proper 
vacation. A real nice place! The town 
was busy with racers, the atmosphere 
was wonderful. We met up with 
Eduardo again and congratulated him 
and his crew on a great job of mer- 
chandising and hospitality. Banners, 
welcomes, t-shirts and momentos were 
everywhere. We sat, gazed out to sea, 
sank a couple of Cuba Libres and 
took photos for the archives of the 
pioneers present. 

All day Friday, the field was roll- 
ing into town, and six of the obvious 
contenders for the first La Carrera all 
had a story to tell. First man on the 
road Saturday morning at 9:00 a.m. 
(we would start at one-minute inter- 
vals) would be George Egloff and his 
Honda. You might call George a real 
long-distance racer. Fresh from his 
victory in the 11,000 mile (yes, 11,000) 








Iron Butt ‘round America gig, George 
just didn’t know when to stop! The 
first to enter this truly unique event, 
George had trucked out from Penn- 
sylvania to be a part of road racing 
history. A closed road for 145 miles 
had got his juices flowing! Hell, this 
was just a sprint for him. It was either 
the race or stay home and mow the 
lawn. No contest. 

Second out would be motorcycling’s 
international goodwill ambassador 
— Loyal George Truesdale IV. Ex- 
Cannon Baller, 12-hour racer, Baja 
1000 original, Loyal was also Honda- 
mounted — courtesy of his own inno- 
vative customer-relations package. 
Loyal had been waiting with baited 
breath for this one! Have as much fun 
as it was possible to have. We'd got 
still and video cameras to record this 
one. Loyal would add even more 
color to his movie script this trip. His 
biggest worry was being without a 
Camel cigarette for two hours! If 
Loyal could have coupled his turbo 
laugh to the the rear wheel, we'd all 
be history. 

Next was yours truly. That’s Cliff 
Carr — the old timer, not Chris Carr, 
today’s hot shot! I liked the number- 
three slot, a chance to catch a couple 
of guys up ahead and get a tow off of 
anyone behind that came along. I 
hadn't been on a bike in months, let 
alone in a race (that had been years). I 
was looking forward to a nice cruise 
back on Team Green. I'd better get on 
with it though, after all, I'd got my 
factory loaner and my mate Carn, 
the ace mechanic; maybe I'd better 
start thinking about winning this. 
Stranger things had happened. It was 
time for a race, to clear the mind. 

Number four out on the highway 
would be Yamaha-mounted Scott 
Waters — or, as the Mexican press 
called him, “Scoot.” He had equip- 
ment that was definitely going to be 
in the hunt. Scott had determination 
written all over him and a real sano 
Yamaha that had quite a few devel- 
opment miles on it. He’d by-passed a 
local points-paying race to come down 
and go for the Mexican Gold. He 
looked real serious; he was the only 
one with lockwire pliers. I wished I 
had his 10-inch disc and flat bars — 
and hoped I could catch his draft 
when he came along. 

Young Geoff McCarthy and his 
Vintage-class desmo Ducati were up 
number five. The 17-year-old kid 
with the eye of the tiger looked hot; 
120 pounds soaking wet, one of only 
two or three to pre-run, a Duc set-up 
in real road racing style. His dad, 
family and friends were there to cheer 
him on. If the old Bologna sewing 
machine would keep going, their 
trek down from northern California 
would pay off. A real likeable young 
man Loyaland I pegged as a definite 
star of tomorrow. 

Number six out of San Felipe was 
hard-riding Steve Ballmer. He had a 
call from the tourist board the week 
before. Although offices in Mexico 
City were destroyed, the race was still 
on. What the hell, he’d go for it. 
Steve left Kawasaki at 5:00 p.m. on 
Friday, kissed his pregnant wife so 
long and headed for a racing week- 
end double header at San Felipe and 
Rosarita Beach. Steve came knocking 
at the camper door at 1:00 a.m. Satur- 
day morning after riding his KL600 
from Costa Mesa to the start paddock. 
Was there room to kip on the floor? I 
should have said no! 

Race day. A bright, clear day 
dawned and good news on the moun- 
tain sections — there was no rain, as 
the previous day. The flag went down 
for me at 9:03, and I gassed it out of 
town through a tunnel of very excited 
spectators. All of San Felipe had 
turned out, it seemed. Once under 
starter’s orders the high-speed shimmy 
I'd had in practice blasts disappeared. 





I was WFO, clutching the fork leg 
like Springer! In double-quick time 
the only thing that was on the KL600 
speedo was the maker’s name! I ran at 
120 mph (indicated) as I reeled in 
Loyal; I closed on him and could see 


he was in a little trouble. A whole. 


lotta shakin’ was goin’ on! I backed 
off and indicated Loyal to duck in 
behind and see if I could suck him 
along the remainder of this first 30- 
mile drag-strip section. We gave up 
after a couple of miles. Loyal could 
only go the same speed; this wobble 
could not be driven through. Economy 
got the better of stupidity and Loyal 
rode his race. I rode mine. 

Back on the gas, I settled down to 
piercing the air efficiently and find- 
ing the smoothest groove. A few 
miles before El Chinero, “Scott” was 
alongside. Slip-streaming him was 
only do-able with his cooperation 
(read slowing down!) and after a little 
cat and mouse, Scott was on his way. 
At El Chinero, the first big, flat-in- 
fourth left-hander, I was 200 yards 
down on number four and I couldn’t 
see getting it back. 

The terrain was wide-open through 
the San Matias region, and allowed a 
person to see far ahead, to be ready for 
any Mexican road race surprises — 
the odd dog, cow, unexpected gully 
or moving chicane. Suddenly, there 
was something large up ahead in the 
road. I knew the trucks and cars were 
to start after the bikes, but here was a 
truck. A large Mexican truck with a 
family of 14 and a lifetime of posses- 
sions on board. Nobody was going to 
stop this guy moving house Saturday 
morning — road closed or not. His 
dogs yapped as I zoomed by. I'd won- 
dered about road closing the night 
before, about how closed the author- 
ites could get them, and after passing 
the truck, right there and then, I 
determined not to leave the right side 
of the road unless I could see through 
the turn. 

I figured I’d be third now on the 
road, behind George and Scott, as I 
swooped into the village of Trinidad 
at a ton plus. Trinidad was our half- 
way gas stop. I was on reserve; where 
was the camper? I was through the 
damn village — no camper! I had to 
turn around and there was Carn fish- 
tailing the Star Ship Explorer and 
trailer up a dirt road to the side of the 
highway. They’d had to go get extra 
gas to fuel the midnight addition to 
our team, Steve. I shoulda made him 
sleep under the camper. 

Walt and Nuge had been at the 
roadside with my gas — but I'd 
missed them. Walt told me he'd been 
waving like crazy as I raced past. I 
told Walt, “everybody was bloody 
waving for the last 75 miles! I was 
looking for a bloody camper!” These 
chaps have got to realize when you're 
over 40, you need bigger braking 
markers! 

Eventually, I got my gas and my 
shot of octane booster, and headed off 
for a 40-mile section of real quick 
swoops through cattle country. A 
fast, great, steady climb up to a 35- 
mile mountain road run in; that was 
as twisty as it got, and ended at the 
finish four miles east of Ensenada. 

Nobody had seen George at the gas 
stop; looked like I was second on the 
road. Just as I’m thinking all that, 
Geoff and the yellow peril speed by 
— make that third on the road. Young 
McCarthy was tucked in with nothing 
flapping in the breeze. With a thumbs 
up he was gone; I couldn’t see catching 
him, either. He was on the gas, and 
by just ball-parking corrected time, it 
looked to me like he was leading. But 
not to be; a few miles out from the gas 
stop, I see Geoff Boy Racer touring. 
The old “dime part” had let go, a 
valve shim had broken. Geoff though, 
I’m sure, will win many other races. 

I got ready for the mountain sec-

tions, reminded myself not to get car- 
ried away, recalled my right-side-of- 
the-road-only rule, and wondered how 
well the KL600 would road race. 
Well, I got carried away once only, 
got into the marbles using all the 
road exiting a real quick third-gear 
right-hander, and looked right over 
the edge! That put me right — I 
didn’t get silly anymore, with hard 
rock to run into on the passes carved 
through the terrain, and the great 
blue yonder to sail into on the roads 
that were on mountain “verandah” 
sections. Discretion got the better 
part of valor. 

I was just congratulating myself 
on my determination to cool it when 
I was into this great smooth, grippy 
flat-in-fourth left-hander. I was on 
the center line already and needed the 
road on the left. Icouldn’t see through 
the turn, but I knew I had it dialed. 
It'd be okay, go for it. I could keep it 
flat-out with more road. I'm just 
about ready to pitch it in when — 
goddamn it — there’s a guy ona beat- 
up moped followed by a Mexican 
highway car — lights blazing. Again, 
wake-up time! Okay, I'd had the mes- 
sages spelled out. Cool it, and right 
side of the road only. I’d missed the 
cop by a gnat’s whisker. 

The KL600 didn’t miss a beat. 
Once you get used to the diesel thump 
of the engine flat out, there are no 
other surprises. Great torque, good 
brakes, stable, and changed direction 
real easily. I had a great ride into the 
finish line and the Tecate hospitality 
tent. Scott was already there, he had 
been plagued by an oil leak for the 
last 80 miles and had had a couple of 
stops. Valuable time was lost de-safety- 
wiring and topping up with oil. 

Steve came roaring in next and 
gave the finish line crowd a thrill 
with a back brake, over-the-line slide 
and a dead-stop front-wheel wheelie. 
The midnight cowboy hot shot! Rides 
through the night, sticks on some 
numbers, doesn’t even change his 
on/off-road tires, and puts a smooth 
win at 90-mph-plus average on he 
record books. The Right Stuff, that 
Steve Ballmer. 

Loyal came wobbling in next. He 
had gone as fast as he could go on his 
“‘flexy flier” and beaten the two-hour 
mark easily. He was happy. We snort- 
ed Camels and Tecate. We'd still got 
all day to warm up for the fiesta 
tonight! Young McCarthy cruised in 
knowing one had just slipped through 
his fingers, and there was news of 
George. Unfortunately, the motor

had let go, and he'd dropped the plot 
and was knocked out. He was flown 
unconscious toa San Diego hospital, 
and came to as the plane was being 
jump-started in Tijuana. Other road 
warriors came in later. 

So old “we-move-smooth” Steve 
took the win by a minute and 30 
seconds. The Mexican papers next 
day had Scott and I tied, though at 
the finish timekeeping table we saw 
Scott was seconds ahead of me, and 
Scott got second-place trophy at the 
awards. We were all three in the 90- 
mph-average bracket — it had been 
close. Scott cursed his oil leak, and I 
rued the minute-plus comedy of errors 
at my gas stop. We'd lots to remember 
and relive this day — everybody hada 
good supply of “ifs,” “ands” and 
“buts.” We got our great stories! 

Over the nickel lobster lunches, we 
all vowed we’d be back again next 
year. Eduardo and his people had 
organized a great event with a good 
spirit in the finest traditions of racing 
for the sport. Loyal and I were signed 
up there and then to put together all 
American and European entries for 
1986. Bring out your singles! Martin 
and I reckoned a fresh G50-Seeley 
with Bugsy Mann aboard could be 
hard to beat. I see the over-40 age 
group next year being a lot of fun. 
I've a feeling I'll see a lot of old 
friends there. How long is it since 
they closed the road for us to race, 
boys? See ya there!

Yamaha TZR250

Yamaha’s new 120 mph 250cc sports bike 
was launched in Tokyo recently and it’s the 
closest sports riders will get to buying a fac- 
tory racer in road trim. 


For the new TZR250 was 
developed in parallel with the 
latest TZ250 race machine by 
the same team. 

Grand Prix bike engineer, Mr. Abe, 
has incorporated many of the same 
components from the racer into the 
TZR250. 

And that includes the light-alloy 
beam frame, super-light 17-inch three 
spoke hollow wheels and massive 
front brake. 

The TZR's engine is a completely- 
new parallel twin with reed-induction 
into the crankcases that is claimed to 
boost the midrange torque. The layout 
is identical to that used on the 500cc 
grand prix V-four and internal dimen- 
sions are the same as the RD500LCs 
at 56.4x50mm, to give a capacity of 
249cc. 

Separate cylinders are used, giving 





more room for up-to-date transfer 
porting. These are fed by new fiber 
reeds and flat-slide 28mm Mikuni car- 
buretors. As on the current RZ250RR 
made in Japan, exhaust power valves 
broaden the power band. 

But even so, the claimed peak power 
is still 45 bhp at 9500 rpm, the Japan- 
ese industry's agreed limit for the 
250cc home market. It's likely that 
export markets will be served by 
models with up to 60 bhp on tap, 
some 10 bhp down on the race version. 

As on the racer, the six-speed gear- 
box is lubricated by a pump in the 
primary case driven from the crank- 
shaft. A new twist in engine lubrica- 
tion is that the autolube pump is con- 
trolled by revs, throttle opening and 
now by the power-valve opening. 

Rubber engine mounts are used to 
support the unit, one at each end. But 
they are positioned so that the engine's 


center of gravity is between them for 
best absorption of the vibration. 

Chassis is right up to date with the 
front fork offering air and preload 
adjustment while at the rear a single 
monoshock unit is used. 

Wheels are 17-inch again as on the 
racer, but have Marvic-style three- 
spoke hollow wheels. Brakes have a 
superb spec with a floating 12.6-inch

disc and a Brembo-type double pis- 
ton caliper. Rear disc is a tiny 8.3- 
inch unit. 

Dry weight of the TZR250 is 10 
pounds less than the Suzuki 250 Gam- 
ma at 277 pounds.

“We do not necessarily believe the purpose 
of the motorcycle is to pursue ever-increasing 
top speed and quarter-mile speed,” Yamaha 
Motor Company Director of Motorcycle 


Operations Kunihiko Morinaga 


said at Yamaha’s 1986 U.S. 


model press conference in 
Japan. “The purpose of the 
motorcycle is to offer motorcyclists 
ever-increasing enjoyment in every 
way. We developed our 1986 line 
with that in mind.” 

Yamaha's line of 1986 street motor- 


cycles for the U.S. includes machines 
designed to attract new people to 
motorcycling, machines targeted at 
serious high-performance enthusiasts 
and touring riders, and machines to 
continue Yamaha’s custom-styling 
successes. 

Sales of street motorcycles in the 
U.S. are declining, Yamaha spokes- 
men explained, and one of the com- 


pany 's key goals is to expand the total

market. As Yamaha sees it, there are 
over 20 million people in the U.S. 
who have motorcycling experience, 
but many of them no longer ride or 
buy motorcycles. (The Motorcycle 
Industry Council estimates that there 
were 4,650,000 street and dual-purpose 
motorcycles in use in the U.S. in 
1984, compared to 2,400,000 off-road 
motorcycles and ATVs; in 1983, there 
were an estimated 4,977,000 street 
and dual-purpose motorcycles being 
used in the U.S., and 2,013,000 off- 
road motorcycles and ATVs). 

One of the problems, the spokes- 
men said, is that motorcycling faces 
recreational competition from ultra- 
light aircraft, Jet Skis, computers, 
ATVs, etc. The potential motorcycle 
buyer of 1985/1986 is more casual in 
his approach to motorcycling, and 
new models designed to attract peo- 
ple just entering the motorcycle 
market must include elements to 
appeal to casual motorcyclists. Be- 
yond that, Yamaha says, new product 
categories and types with freshness 
and new excitement are needed to 
bring former riders back to motor- 
cycling; building machines for hard- 
core enthusiasts, who remain opin- 
ion leaders, is easy, the Yamaha men 
say, because enthusiasts know what 
they want and will say what they 
want. Finding what it takes to bring 
back a former rider or to excite a more 
casual enthusiast to buy a Yamaha is 
much more difficult. 

The motorcycle market is healthy, 
Yamaha says, but changing. One 
spokesman told members of the press 
that it used to be possible to sell 
20,000 or 30,000 of one model motor- 
cycle ina year. Now, with increasing 
market segmentation, a company 
might sell 3000 or 5000 units of one 
model; in fact, he said, Yamaha sold 
3500 1985 V-Max performance cruis- 
ers. That situation makes it difficult 
to recoup the expense of designing, 
developing and mass-producing new 
engines and motorcycles, and casts 
doubts on the wisdom of launching 
completely new machines every sea- 
son or every other season. The sales 
life of a design is becoming more 
important, and building variants of 
existing machines or engines for var- 
ious market segments makes more 
sense than losing money and risking 
going out of business by building 
new bikes with no chance of amortiz- 
ing production and tooling costs. 

Which brings us to the FZX700S 
Fazer and YX600S Radian, two 
machines which Yamaha says fit a 








new category, and which the com- 
pany hopes will attract a casual, yet 
performance-oriented enthusiast, one 
who appreciates high technology but 
also wants to be able to comfortably 
use a motorcycle for everything from 
cruising to the store to storming cross 
a mountain road. The machines are 
designed to have just such a broad 
range of capabilities, and Yamaha 
says the design emphasis is on bal- 
anced high performance. 

What we may be talking about here 
is a new generation of standard-model, 
do-anything motorcycles, but with 
new-wave styling and some high- 
tech thrown in. The way Yamaha sty- 
lists explain it, the smooth lines of 
the FJ1200 (more on that later) are 
like a waltz; the looks of the Fazer 700 
are like break dancing. 

The Fazer certainly has unusual 
looks. The same type of “power- 
flow” styling seen in the V-Max is in 
the Fazer, but carried toa new extreme 
with chromed, scoop-like covers lead- 
ing to chrome carburetor covers and 
polished fins on the cylinder head. 
The bodywork is broken into seg- 
ments, like armor plates on some 
type of fantastic fighting robot seen 
on a Japanese cartoon show, and 
there are enough polished, chromed 
or gold anodized parts on the bike 
that at first glance a viewer's eye 
doesn’t quite know where to look. 
The first thing that sprung into this 
reporter's mind was a Gobot or Trans- 
former, the children’s toys that con- 
vert from being vehicles or house- 
hold appliances into robots and back 
again, with arms and legs and parts 
that fold out or tuck in; the Fazer’s 
chromed scoops and carb covers seem- 
ed the most likely candidates for a 
robot’s arms. 

The Fazer is powered by a 698cc, 
68x48mm destroked version of the 
749cc, 68x51.6mm five-valves-per- 
cylinder, water-cooled FZ750 engine. 
Cam timing is unchanged, with 
slightly-less intake valve lift (7.0mm 
vs. 7.35mm). The Fazer engine has 
different mounts than the FZ750, with 
two sets of rubber mounts at the rear 
of the crankcases and a single set of 
rigid mounts in the front; the FZ750's 
lower front mounts aren't used. The 
engine uses a steel water pump 
impeller instead of plastic, and the 
34mm downdraft Mikuni carbs are 
different, with the choke lever 
mounted on the carbs instead of on 
the fairing. There’s a balance pipe 
between the cylinders two and three 
head pipes, springs replace the rubber 
shock cushions in the clutch basket, 
primary gear teeth are polished to 
increase strength, and a new bearing 
is added between the clutch pushrod 
and pressure plate to avoid seizing 
and galling. The shift shaft is long, 
and no shift linkage is used because 
the Fazer’s pegs are not rear-set. Pol- 
ished fins decorate the cylinder head 
casting. The rest of the engine is 
standard 1985 FZ750, right down to 
its chain final drive. 


The Fazer's wheelbase is 59.8 inches, 
with rake and trail of 29° and 4.6 
inches. The Fazer’s frame is made of 
square-section steel tubing and the 
left downtube carries coolant from 
the radiator to the water pump, in the 
process improving heat dissipation. 
The frame backbone tubes don’t wrap 
completely around the engine and 
carburetors like they do on an FZ750; 
instead, the frame is routed between 
intact tracts; the outside carbs and 
intake tubes are actually outboard of 
the frame rails. The swingarm is 
made of rectangular steel tubing and 
carries dual telescopic, internal-spring 
shocks. The front forks use air assist 
and have 38mm stanchion tubes; 
there’s an aluminum alloy fork brace. 


The wheels are cast-aluminum 
alloy and their style bears some re-

semblance to spun-aluminum racing 
wheels; the front is a 16, the rear a 15, 
with two 10.5-inch slotted front discs 
anda single, ventilated 10.5-inch rear 
disc. 

Like the FZ750, the Fazer’s airbox 
and filter are located directly above 
the downdraft carbs, underneath a 
cover which carries a panel of indica- 
tor lights; the gas tank, which uses an 
aircraft-styled filler cap, is behind the 
carbs and cylinders and runs verti- 
cally down to just above the engine 
crankcases. 

The Fazer has a rectangular head- 
light with norim around the lens and 
two separate instruments, a speedo- 
meter and a smaller tachometer, both 
with chrome covers. Claimed dry 
weight is 441 pounds. 

Like the Fazer, the Radian has its 
roots in another model; in this case, 
the FJ600. The 598cc, 58.5x55.7mm 
air-cooled, two-valves-per-cylinder 
engine is essentially unchanged. But 
there have been detail changes, in- 
cluding more metal immediately 
around the link-plate chain sprocket 
in the middle of the crankshaft; cam 
timing changes to increase mid-range 
performance; 30mm Mikuni CV carbs 
vs. the FJ600’s 32mm carbs; a new 
exhaust system; a one-piece shift lever 
vs. the FJ600’s shift linkage; and 
rubber front engine mounts. The 
Radian uses an airbox off a 550 
Maxim with 4.7 liters of capacity 
compared to the FJ600's 5.6-liter 
airbox. 

Both wheels on the Radian are 16- 
inch, and the 10.5-inch dual front 
discs and calipers came off the RZ350. 
The front forks have 36mm stan- 
chion tubes and an aluminum brace. 
The swingarm uses two shock absor- 
bers and the rear brake is a mechani- 
cal drum. Rake is 27° and trail is 5.0 
inches. Fuel capacity is 3.2 gallons. 

Yamaha targets the Radian as 
appealing to young, new motorcyc- 
lists, among others, and retail price 
will be $2399. 

While the FZ600S has an FJ600 
engine, that engine is stuffed into the 
fully-faired, dual-headlight chassis 
of the Japanese-market FZ400; the 
bike’s targeted at the high-perfor- 
mance enthusiast. Like the Radian, 
the FZ600 uses 30mm carbs, but 
Yamaha spokesmen say a different 
reason: the FJ600’s 32mm carbs 
wouldn't fit inside the square-steel- 
tubing perimeter frame’s backbone 
tubes. That's also the reason the 
FZ600 has a 5.2-liter airbox vs. the 
FJ600's 5.6-liter airbox. 

The FZ600's frame downtubes un- 
bolt to make it possible to fit the 
engine into the frame, and the entire 
rear section of the frame unbolts from 
the main frame. 





Like the Radian, the FZ600 differs 
from the FJ600 in that cam timing 
has been changed for more mid- 
range. It’s also got a four-into-one 
exhaust system. A longer counter- 
shaft moves the sprockets farther out 
to clear a larger rear tire. 

A new twist is that four of the 
FZ600's engine mounting points 
include vibration-absorbing rubber; 
only the two front mounts on the left 
side of the engine are rigid, to firmly 
locate the engine in the frame. 

Wheelbase for the FZ600 is 54.5 
inches, rake 26°, trail 3.98 inches. 
The bike has a 2.50x16-inch front 
wheel and a 2.75x18-inch rear wheel 
carrying 100/90-16 and 120/80-18 
tires, respectively. Two 10.5-inch disc 
brakes are used in the front with a 
single 9.6-inch disc in the rear. There’s 
a single-shock, linkage-equipped 
swingarm and air-assisted, variable- 
damping-by-travel front forks with 
36mm stanchion tubes. The speedo- 
meter and tachometer are held by race 
bike style foam rubber and the cast 
wheels have three spokes each. An oil 
cooler is mounted on the frame down- 
tubes. Fuel tank capacity is 4.8 gal- 
lons, and there’s an aircraft-style 
filler cap. The bike has a side stand 
only. 

While the FZ600 is the result of 
stuffing a bigger engine into an exist- 
ing motorcycle, the FJ1200 is the 
result of boring out the engine of an 
existing model (the FJ1100) and then 
refining the model itself. The bore 
increase is 3mm, making the engine 
77x63.8mm and bringing capacity 
from 1097cc to 1188cc with no change 
in the cylinder head or cam timing. 
The extra capacity substantially 
improves engine torque and power 
throughout the rpm range. 

The exhaust system head pipes are 
now single-wall stainless steel, mak- 
ing the system 3.7 pounds lighter, the 
mufflers are black instead of polished 
steel, and glass wool packing is added 
to the mufflers to help the bike meet 
the 80dbA maximum sound level for 
1986 models. Changes made to im- 
prove shifting include wider trans- 
mission gear dogs, reshaped shift- 
drum grooves, two oil seals (vs. one) 
on the shift shaft and changes to the 
shift-drum selector cam. Intake tract 
changes include longer rubber velo- 
city stacks inside the airbox (to reduce 
intake noise) and changes in the car- 
buretor enrichening circuits to slow 
down cold-start engine speed. 

The changes in the fairing were 
made to improve aerodynamics and 
were tested in a wind tunnel, with 
special attention paid to not losing 
the excellent protection from the ele- 
ments that the FJ1100 fairing offered. 
The fairing is narrower, with the

windscreen lower. The front turn 
signals are built into the fairing, and 
the cowl underneath the engine is 
reshaped. The rear-view mirrors have 
rounded backs and oval-section stalks. 

The result of all the testing at the 
Japan Auto Research Institute wind 
tunnel is that the FJ1200 uses four 
less horsepower to cruise at 124 mph 
than the FJ1100 does. 

Other changes for the FJ1200 
include a digital clock in the fairing, 
needle roller bearings instead of bush- 
ings in the single-rear-shock linkage 
system, a new passenger grab rail, 
bungee cord hooks, forged-aluminum- 
alloy footpegs instead of steel foot- 
pegs, and a fuel reserve switch. 

The SRX600 is an unusual offer- 
ing for two reasons. First, it’s a single- 
cylinder street bike, and that type 





hasn’t exactly taken the world by 
storm in recent history. Second, most 
Yamahas — at least most Yamahas sold 
in the U.S. — are built to order after 
extensive market research. The 
Yamaha Motor Corp. U.S. market- 
eers determine a segment of the market 
and what type of bike is needed to fit 
that segment, and the engineers back 
in Japan whip up a motorcycle to 
match the research. That's how 
cruiser-styled Japanese motorcycles 
were born, and that's what led to the 
Viragos and V-Max. 

At any rate, the SRX600 isn’t the 
product of research. Instead, it re- 
presents one man’s vision; that man, 
project leader Takashi Mabuchi, calls 
the machine a "kind of proposal to 
the market. Most models are the result 
of customer research,” he says. “This

one, the people in charge of devel- 
opment wanted to make it.” 

Mabuchi was the man in charge of 
the model’s development, and he’s 
the man who presented his concept — 
formulated in his spare time — to 
Yamaha management. They gave him 
the go-ahead, and the machine became 
a success in Japan, selling much bet- 
ter than expected and spawning con- 
cept copies from Honda. 

Noone can look at the SRX600 and 
not see some sort of connection with 
classic single-cylinder British 
machines; the link is there, just like 
the link with classic American V- 
twins exists in the Yamaha Viragos. 
But Mabuchi says he wasn’t trying to 
build an antique in the SRX600, but 
rather a modern classic. Mabuchi 
says that good and bad, beauty and 
ugliness are unrelated to time; his 
concept was back to basics, to capture 
traditional motorcycling values, 
building a motorcycle that was easy 
to ride, easy to control; a machine 
that let the rider concentrate on the 
joy of riding; a machine a rider 
would feel proud to own. 

The SRX600 is based on the proven 
95x84mm, 595cc XT/TT powerplant; 
SRX600s sold in other parts of the 
world will have a slightly-larger bore 
to bring displacement to 608cc, mak- 
ing the model meet the over-600cc 
eligibility rules for Formula One 
endurance racing in Japan; U.S. 
models will be 595cc because an en- 
gine must be re-certified with the 
EPA if displacement is changed, and 
the certification process is lengthy 
and expensive, certainly not worth 








the trouble for 13cc. The SRX600 still 
makes more power (40.1 bhp at 6500 
rpm) and torque (34 lb.-ft. at 5500 
rpm) than the XT/TT models because 
ithas a larger dual-throat carburetor, 
a larger airbox and a less-restrictive 
exhaust. 

Mabuchi used a square-steel-tube 
frame with a dual-shock swingarm; 
not using a single-shock swingarm 
made room for a finned oil tank 
located behind the engine, and allow- 
ed him to keep the bike relatively 
short with the mass relatively central- 
ized. Wheelbase is 54.5 inches; rake 
and trail are 26° and 4.0 inches; 
wheels are 18 inches, front and rear, a 
2.15x18 front and a 2.75x18 rear, with 
two 10.5-inch front disc brakes and a 
9.6-inch rear disc brake. 

There isn't an electric starter, and 
the SRX600 will be sold ata relatively 
low price in the U.S. 

The XV1100S Virago leads Yama- 
ha's cruiser lineup for 1986; it’s a 
stroked version of the 1985 XV1000, 
with an extra 5.8mm of stroke — up 
to 75mm — bumping capacity from 
981cc to 1063cc. Bore is unchanged at 
95mm. It’s interesting to hear Yamaha 
spokesmen talk about the Virago and 
its positioning, because they talk 
about the need for evolution of the 
machine's character vs. replacement. 
Maintaining maximum parts inter- 
changeability between model years is a 
goal, along with simplicity of design 
and a desire to deliver high-quality 
paint and chrome. 

Those evolutionary changes in- 
clude a new combustion chamber 
shape and new cylinder head fins;

piston dome height is reduced to 
keep the compression ratio at 8.3:1 
despite the extra displacement; the 
middle compression ring and the oil- 
control rings are thinner to reduce 
friction. The crankcases have a more 
rounded shape, the alternator is ligh- 
ter but the flywheels are heavier, and 
first gear is taller because the engine 
makes a lot of more torque. There's a 
diaphragm spring on the clutch to 
give it a lighter pull on the clutch 
lever, and new carbs have vacuum- 
activated enrichening circuits to re- 
duce backfiring when the throttle is 
closed. Ignition timing is changed 
for the front cylinder. 

The Virago 1100 has a larger gas 
capacity (up to 4.4 gallons), two-tone 
paint, and a number of other styling 
and detail changes. 

The XV700S Virago has reshaped 
crankcases and a larger gas tank (up 
to 3.9 gallons), along with reshaped 
cylinder fins and an emission-control 
system that pipes air into the exhaust 
header pipes to ignite unburned 
hydrocarbons. To deal with the extra 
heat generated by the new emissions 
system, and to prevent chrome dis- 
coloration, the header pipes are triple 
wall. The Virago 700 is available 

with either cast aluminum alloy or 
conventional wire-spoked wheels. 

Yamaha’s full-dress tourer is avail- 
able in only one model for 1986, the 
completely-loaded Venture Royale, 
and comes with a bigger engine. The 
engine capacity is increased from 
1198cc to 1294cc by a 3mm-larger 
bore; bore and stroke are now 
79x66mm. Cam timing is changed to 
boost low-end and mid-range power; 
the main bearings are now made of 
the same heavy-duty material as the 
main bearings in the V-Max, and 
additional oil galleys deliver extra 
lubrication to those main bearings; 
the carbs are now 35mm CVs, up 
from 34mm; the clutch has a diaph- 
ragm spring; the transmission main- 
shaft has an additional oil passage, 
the shift forks have a new durability 
finish, and second and fifth gears 
have undercut engagement dogs, all 
to improve shifting. 

Other changes to the Venture 
Royale include the V-Max final drive 
case and a new gear tooth profile to 
increase strength (the ratio is un- 
changed), but the big news is in the 
gadget department. The Venture 
Royale has plenty. There's a cruise 
control with accelerate, decelerate and 
resume controls built into a han- 
dlebar switch; each tap of the switch 
changes speed by 1.0 mph, and hold- 
ing down the switch changes speed at 
the rate of 1.5 mph each second. 
There’s an electronic anti-dive sys- 





tem, using a solenoid to increase 
front fork compression damping any 
time the brakes are applied; a blow- 
off valve allows the forks to react 
normally over bumps while braking. 
The saddlebags are solidly-mounted, 
have removeable liners and are 50% 
bigger without being any wider. A 
new travel truck has an adjustable 
reclining passenger backrest, a mir- 
ror and vanity light inside the lid, 
and incorporates turn signals and 
reflectors. Vinyl pouches to carry 
small items are attached to the front 
of the travel trunk and the rear of the 
full fairing. 

There’s a 40-channel CB radio, 
standard; an AM/FM stereo cassette 
deck, standard, with remote controls 
for the passenger. The 11-inch front 
brake discs are new, being slotted 
instead of laminated/ventilated, with 
four-piston calipers; the 12.6-inch 
rear disc also has a four-piston caliper, 
and pad life is supposed to be greatly 
improved. 

A cowling in front of the engine 
cases improves aerodynamics. 

To top it all off, the retail price of 
the Venture Royale has been reduced. 

The V-Max has minor changes for 
1986, including thicker exhaust head- 
er pipe walls and new internal muffler 
design to help the bike meet the 1986 
noise standards, larger V-Boost valves 
(up from 30mm to 32mm) to offset 
power lost in the muffler redesign, 
and undercut engagement dogs on 
second and fifth gears. Peak power is 
now reached at 8500 rpm, instead of 
9000 rpm. 

No significant changes were made 
to the XJ700M Maxim cruiser, power- 
ed by a 697cc five-valves-per-cylinder 
water-cooled engine. 

The sporting FZ750S will be avail- 
able in California for 1986, with 
retarded ignition timing (back to 5° 
from 10° BTDC) and an evaporative 
emissions canister, There's a thrust 
bearing between the clutch pushrod 
and pressure plate to avoid seizure 
and a small cowling is added under- 
neath the engine. Detail changes 
include an aircraft-style gas cap, a 
dual-headlight system, and stream- 
lined turn signals (the front turn sig- 
nals now double as running lights). 

Yamaha's street machine line is 
rounded out by two 50s, the 49cc two- 
stroke. Yamahahopper and the 49cc 
Jog; the now-199.7cc (up from 171 cc) 
Riva 200S and Riva 200ZS scooters; 
the 124cc Riva 125 scooter; and the 
79cc Riva 80 scooter. 

No longer included in the Yamaha 
line are the FJ600 and the two-valves- 
per-cylinder XJ700 Maxim cruiser: 
The standard, stripped Venture is 
also not available. e

Grattan gold to Joe 
Brothers Racing

GRATTAN, MI, OCT. 12-13 


The dream of winning a National Endur- 
ance race came true for the Lansing, Michigan- 
based Joe Brothers Racing entry when the 
College Bike Shop/SMI-sponsored team 


consisting of Scott Breeden and 
Fritz Kling took their Honda 
750 Interceptor to the win in 
the WERA Six-Hour at Grat- 
tan Raceway. At the finish, the Joe 
Brothers Racing entry was a slim 2.3 
seconds ahead of the second-placed 
Filthy Five Canada team, with third 
going to the Speed Boys entry, who 
finished two laps down on the leaders. 

The Joe Brothers team completed 
188 laps (376 miles) on the tricky 2.0- 
mile course. The first two and a half 
hours was run in the rain, which 
became an important factor in the 
later stages of the race. 

The Joe Brothers entry accomp- 
lished what only two other teams 
have been able to do in the series: beat 
the “big three" teams consisting of 
Cycle Tech Racing, Speed Boys and 
defending National Champions Team 
Hammer. The Cycle Tune team broke 
the stranglehold at the Willow 


Springs 24-Hour and Cycle Perfor- ` 


mance earned their win in the Roe- 
bling Road round. 

With Cycle Tech and Team Ham- 
mer skipping the round, the Speed 
Boys team, consisting of Larry Burk- 
holder, Mark Heiser and Bob Frank, 
was the definite favorite, and during 
the first two hours of the race they 
lived up to expectations by running 
quickly in the rain aboard their Parts 
Unlimited/Metzeler-backed Yamaha 
FZ750 and holding off the Suzuki 
GSXR750-mounted Filthy Five team, 
consisting of Canadian Mike Grif- 
fiths and Grattan aces Ed Key and 
Brian Berney. 

By the halfway mark in the race, 
the track began to dry out, at which 
point the Filthy Five entry got by the 
Speed Boys team and said good-bye 
to the tune of a two-lap lead. 

As the track continued to dry out, 
teams running rain tires began to 
slow their pace as their tires started to 
overheat. The Filthy Five team as 
well as the Speed Boys entry pitted to 
change tires, while the Joe Brothers 
Racing team kept circulating the 
track and inherited the lead. 





Heading into the last hour, the 
Filthy Five entry caught and passed 
the Joe Brothers team, but the Speed 
Boys entry was another two laps back 
due to a crash and the team’s unfa- 
miliarity with the course. 

The Filthy Five team made a final 
pit stop with Griffiths taking the 
controls. During the stop, Breeden 
kept cranking and pushed the Joe 
Brothers entry ahead to a 28-second 
lead and held it there, hoping that 
their fuel would hold out — meaning 
the tank would have to last nearly 
two hours. 

With only 15 minutes left on the 
clock, the Joe Brothers crew felt the 
28-second cushion over the Filthy 
Five entry was enough and they told 
Breeden to slow a bit. The plan 
nearly backfired, however, as Grif- 
fiths gained time on every lap aboard 
the Filthy Five mount. 

Breeden never realized how close 
Griffiths was until he looked over his 
shoulder coming out of the first turn: 
Griffiths was literally breathing down 
his neck. 

“T turned around and he (Griffiths) 
was right on me," said Breeden. “I 
decided it was time to wick it up and 
luckily this old ‘dinosaur’ had enough 
left in it to hold off the GSXR750.” 

At the finish, it was the Joe Broth- 
ers Racing entry the winner by just 
2.3 seconds over the Filthy Five team, 
with the Speed Boys team two laps 
down in third after a gallant effort to 
come back in the final hour.

The case for horsepower: 


Guys just wanna 





go fast 


By Chris Myers 


Suzuki made a big deal about the top speed 
capabilities of the GSXR1100 at the recent 
Paris motorcycle show and weren’t a bit 
embarrassed that the bike blasts a bloody 


great hole in the French 100 
bhp power limit. Their philo- 
sophy is to give the customers 
what they want, power limits 
or no power limits, says Kenji Shi- 
mizu, Suzuki’s export boss. 

If all the customer wants is power, 
then that’s what he’ll get, says Shi- 
mizu. “I recognize that many motor- 
cyclists have a dream — to go faster. 
We try to help them with that 
dream, to give them the motorcycles 
they want,” he adds. 

And giving the customer what he 
wants is a philosophy that Shimizu 
intends to pursue even harder. They 
want to develop stronger marketing 
research links and find out just exactly 
what we all want. And, like the man 
says, if all we want is power, then 
that’s what we'll get. 

But of course, much of the attrac- 
tion of the repli-racer theme is what 
the Japanese call “image.” And 
“image” is something Shimizu knows 
all about: “I notice that many riders 
are interested in the repli-racer con- 
cept,” he says, “and Suzuki's image is 
the GSXR replica — this is the theme 
we will continue. 

“Tt’s very important for us to know 
what the customer wants, so that we 
can make the right marketing deci- 
sions.” 

But Shimizu is at pains to point 
out that repli-racers may not be every- 
one’s cup of tea: “naturally we will 
develop machines for the average 
rider, to make machines that are eas- 
ier to ride.” 

And he uses this argument to defend 
the 165-mph GSXR1100. “This ma- 
chine develops a wider spread of 
power,” he says, “therefore it is an 
easier machine to ride.” 

„In his build-up to the announce- 
ment of Suzuki’s plan, Shimizu point- 
ed to rising production costs and a 
shrinking world market as the chief 





problems he had to tackle. One of the 
pivotal points of the five-year plan is 
Suzuki’s strengthening of links with 
Europe where over the last few years 
their sales have slumped drastically. 
Things reached a head in France last 
year when Suzuki’s market share actu- 
ally slumped to little more than that 
of moped makers Peugeot. To get the 
situation under control Suzuki took 
control of their subsidiaries in Ger- 
many, Italy and France. And things 
seem to be improving already in 
France; so far this year their market 
share is more than twice what it was 
in 1984. 

But Shimizu says there’s no need 
for sucha takeover in England: “We're 
happy with the performance of 
Heron,” he says, “We had to take 
control in these other markets... 
shall we say, because we were not 
happy with the management.” 

Shimizu already thinks that this 
European adventure could well mean 
specialization in over 250cc machines: 
“In Japan it is the 250cc and under 
market that is important," he says: 
“But specializing in over 250cc ma- 
chines could be what is reguired for 
Europe,” he adds. 

But despite the overall state of the 
world motorcycle market, Shimizu 
says that making motorcycles is still 
good business. And despite their suc- 
cess with car production — manufac- 
ture of cars for the U.S.A. has been 
blamed for late delivery of bikes this 
year — there’s no question of Suzuki 
switching from bikes to cars com- 
pletely. Bikes may be more expensive 
to develop, particularly so since new 
machines are constantly in demand, 
but there’s an important technical 
spin-off. 

“Many of the ideas we develop for 
bikes are useful for cars;’’ he says. 
“The two go together; it would be 
crazy to stop bike manufacture.” e

Combine all 
that with live interviews with Tom 
Sifton, Hap Jones, Dick Mann acting 
as host, Mert Lawwill and even Kenny 
Roberts, absolutely enthralling the 
nearly 3000 attendees. 

Racing played center stage for the 
morning with the first event certainly 
the most entertaining as far as the 
classics were concerned. Leading out 
the first wave for big twins and pre- 
unit construction was L’il John 
Hateley, back on a 1965 Triumph, 
with Butch Cochrane and Buggs 
Mann chasing. Neither Cochrane nor 
Hateley could hold on to Mann as he 
lambasted all comers in the first moto 
and then retired to help in other 
organizing. In the second moto, 
Hateley led out easily, but Cochrane 
and his Triumph reeled him in, only 
to lose ground on the last two laps. At 
trophy presentation, Hateley remark- 
ed, “I sneezed and he went by.” At 
days end over a cold one, Cochrane 
said, “I really had a blast and hope 
there will be more just like this one." 
Wild Bill Fleet rounded out the top 
three in big-bore stuff, while David 
Breetwor won both ends of the Jun- 
ior pre-unit on a Matchless, with 
Sandy Ross second on an AJS and 
Tom Baird third on his 650 non-unit 
Triumph. 

John Ford led out and easily won 
the first Vet Novice moto on a cherry 
Triumph, while John McCoy and 
Dennis Buckley were having a side- 
by-side battle for second. McCoy and 
his Britalia Motors Husky slipped 
behind Buckley’s Greeves, with Glenn 
Oliveria fourth on a CA over team- 








mate Randy Edgemon. In the second 
round, Ford led early on but crashed 
out to finish 13th and seventh over- 
all.

Old Timer Expert competition saw

and Bill McClinton. Jim, under 50, 
won the first moto on his early ’70s 
CCM with Berenyi second ona Honda 
Elsinore. Big Brother Bill, over 50, 
led out both motos but succumbed to 
the pressures to finish third both 
times. Jim appeared to have the upper 
hand until he had an unfortunate 
meeting that led him to deep prayer 





after the conclusion — something 
about family jewels. Jim Ricci would 
lead out each moto on the Louis 
Aruta Triumph that used to carry 
Paul Bostrom, but slipped back to 
second in the Amateur entry to Don 
Warren's BSA. 

In the Novice portion, C-Z mounted 
Hank Lanmon won witha 5-2, while 
Wayne Sumner continued his once- 
a-year racing, taking second, 4-4, ona 
Triumph. Eric Buechley, all 6’8” of 
him, took the third spot, winning the 
second moto portion and a seventh. 
Kelly Moss and the San Jose Wheel 
CZ were fourth, and ex-sporty car 
racer Howard Womack fifth on an 
old Petaluma Yamaha. 

Wild Bill Ripley topped the Sports- 
man 250cc Novices, despite a crash 
scene on his Bultaco while Paul Glade 
topped the Amateurs on an Ossa and 
Gary Rave easily won the overall on 
his 1974 Husky, with Dean Joyner in 
tow all the way on another Ossa. 

A trials section was placed in the 
back section amongsta hill and some 
portions of the cross-country track, 
with Ernie Stair topping the non- 
unit Expert portion as oldest compet- 
itor, 46, with Dave Danish top Novice. 
Lloyd Reeves won the Unit Con- 
struction Expert portion over Ian 
Haydon and Chuck Oliver zeroed the 
Novice portion over Colin MacDon- 
ald and Kelly Moss, who tied with 
one point lost. 

The hillclimb demonstration was 
definitely a gasser with a pair of 
ancient Harleys showing what it was 
like, while the best part of the day 
happened just before the short track 
demo. Buggs Mann called the assem- 
bled fans under a massive tent and 
then started introducing the assem- 
bled greats, of yesteryear. Hap Jones 
and Tom Sifton were all warmly wel- 
comed, along with Mert Lawwill, 
Ken Eggers and others, but when 
Kenny Roberts was brought in, it 
capped the entire day. Kenny told of 
possible future prospects, which cer- 
tainly included his forming a team 
for the 1986 European GPs with 
Randy Mamola as one member of the 
team, and Wayne Gardner amongst 
the possible choices that certainly 
didn’t leave himself out. When asked 
about future dirt-track involvement, 
he couched his answer by stating that 
he would like to, but it depended ona 
lot of variables that he didn’t think 
would work out until maybe Febru- 
ary, which seems to coincide with the 
Houston opener. 

Buggs commented on how Hap 
Jones used to call him on the phone 
to see how he could be of help, and 
always was, but here was Hap, now 
sponsoring the Mert Lawwill effort 
and Kenny Roberts having ridden the 
bike only once, and these thousands 
of fans rooting to see him again. 

The short-track demonstration was 
staged for 1958-and-earlier machines 
that were the short-track configura- 
tion of their day. A number of other 
short trackers were in attendance, but 
were not qualified; although overly 
exuberant about wanting to race, 
they were firmly turned down. Don 
Howard had a chance to ride some 
antique stuff and was all smiles as 
was Greg Ferguson and Jeff Sierck, 
all relatively youngsters in compari- 
son, to equipment. 

Bench racing was at its best after all 
was quiet, with Mert Lawwill and 
Hateley all a-smile and not having 
changed much in the past 15 years, 
while Ken Eggers recounted his 1950 
National Mile win at Bay Meadows 
with the owners of a hillclimber that 
purportedly had that engine in its 
frame. While Kenny Roberts snuck 
off with his two sons, Buggs con- 
tinued to shake hands and smile for 
the fans that really made for a fun 
day, reliving the days of yesteryear. @

IDBA National Championship Drag 
Race Series: Final round 


200 mph Top Fuel 
record, win and title 
to Wills at Gulfport

GULFPORT, MS, OCT. 12-18 


Top Fuel racer Sam Wills made drag racing 
history when he became the first rider to 
break the magic 200 mph barrier more than 
once in a sanctioned meet by posting record- 


setting runs of 200.22 and 200.89 
mph at the IDBA World Finals 
at Gulfport International Drag- 
way. Wills’ run of 200.89 mph, 


which he turned in the Top Fuel 
final to defeat arch rival Elmer Trett 
and clinch the series title, goes into 
the record books as the mark. Both 
were running Kawasaki-based 
mounts. 

“Top Fuel has come down to a 
tuner’s war," said Wills. “Elmer and 
I -have enough horsepower to go 200 
mph so it’s just going to be who can 
dial in their combination first and 
get the power to the ground.” 

Wills drew first blood. After passes 
of 194 and 197 in his first two qualify- 
ing runs, Wills, in the “slower” left- 
hand lane, turned a 200.22 mph pass 
at 7.36 seconds. 

“Usually when you go to high gear 
on a pass the front end will slowly 
drop down,” said Wills. “On this 
pass, I hit high and it just reared back 
harder. I knew I was flying.” 

The pressure shifted to Trett, even 
more so since only 140 points separ- 
ated him from Wills in their title 
chase. To overcome the deficit Trett 
needed to set a record and win the 
final. When Trett rolled to the line 
for his fourth round run in the 
“quicker” right lane, Dave McClure 
had just posted a 7.90-second pass on 
his Pro Comp Harley. Trett went 
straight and true with the timers read- 
ing 7.29/200.22 to give Trett the top 
qualifying spot via a quicker elapsed 
time and the same speed as Wills. 

Wills elected to run in the Sunday 
morning session to see if he could 
dial in a bit more. The track had just 
received a coat of VHT traction com- 
pound and Wills ran an amazing 
7.27/212.01. Later, Wills said, “I'm 





not really sure the speed is right. I 
think I carried the front wheel over 
the timing lights and tripped the 
lights with my rear wheel." Allowing 
for those circumstances, Wills run 
was still in the 204 mph range. 

The first round of eliminations 
pitted Trett and his Trett’s Speed and 
Custom Kawasaki-based ‘‘Mountain 
Magic” machine against rookie Dave 
Cook and his Motorcycles Unlimited 
Kawasaki. Trett’s 7.228/180.54 was 
the winner, but as he rolled through 
the traps smoke was spewing from 
the engine from a broken rod during 
the run. 

Wills, on the Virgil Naff Racing 
machine, faced the turbo-charged 
Kawasaki of Terry Kizer. Kizer knew 
he would have to cut a light to beat 
Wills, but he was out too quick and 
red-lighted away his chances. Wills 
won with a 7.28/198.89 pass. 

The final between Trett and Wills 
would decide everything and literally 
brought the long season down to just 
one pass for all the marbles. Wills 
came off the line first with Trett roar- 
ing off a heartbeat later. About 50 feet 
out it looked as if Trett was gaining 
on Wills. Then, it happened. A slight 
change in the pitch of Trett’s motor, 
possibly a slight over-revving for a 
split second, and flames erupted from 
the two left exhaust pipes. Trett’s run 
was over. 

Meanwhile, Wills was rocketing to 
a 7.166/200.89 for the win, the title 
and a National record. 

“The rear tire broke traction for 
just an instant which caused the 
engine to overrev,” said Trett as he 
explained what happened. 

“I felt bad for Elmer,” said Wills. 
“But I have to thank him because if 
he hadn’t pushed me so hard I never 
would have run as well as I did.” 











Terry Vance had already clinched 
the title in Pro Stock before the Gulf- 
port round. At the World Finals he 
set about notching records and didn’t 
take long to do so, lowering both 
ends in his first round against Mark 
Sauro to 8.21/161. Mike Keyte’s hole- 
shot evaporated against Dave Schultz 
in the next run while Russ Nyberg 
quickly made Randy Mason a specta- 
tor. Paul Gast beat Charlie Gressman 
to move to the next round while 
Benny Mens, John Mafaro, Stuart 
Hamby and Steve Miles all picked up 
wins. 

Vance and Schultz staged a very 
close run in the quarterfinals with 
Schultz off the line first and holding 
his own until the transmission balked. 
Nyberg did away with Gast and Mens 
via a good reaction time, and made 
Mafaro a spectator. The round ended 
with Miles winning after Hamby 
broke a motor. 

Semi action saw Nyberg get an 
edge on Vance off the line, but Vance 
came on strong with an 8.23/160.14 
for the win. In the other pairing it 
was Mens and Miles, but Miles’ 
8.39/156.11 proved to be the winning 
run. 

The Pro Stock final paired the 
Vance & Hines Racing Suzuki of 
Vance against Miles and his M&M 
Racing Kawasaki. Miles, in order to 
try to end transmission problems 
which have plagued him throughout 
the season, switched to a four-speed 
unit from Orient Express before the 
meet and things were working very 
well. 

Vance came off the line hard and 
never looked back, turning a win- 
ning 8.27/159.29 to Miles' losing run 
of 8.428/156.79. ®

Championship Series: Final round 





Lockhart’s win, Moto 
Guzzi's title at Daytona

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, OCT. 18 


Team Lockhart won the battle in the Daytona 
Six-Hour by a margin of three seconds over 
Team Warren in the final round of the AMA/ 


CCS series. However, by the time the duel was 


being fought between the two 
in the closing minutes of the 
race the series title had fallen to 
Dr. John’s Team Moto Guzzi. 
The team finished 32nd after a race 
which was expected to be “easy” 
turned into one harder than antici- 
pated. 

The finish in the GTU ranks was 
also close with the top five finishers all 
on the same lap when the checkered 
flag came out. The Norwegian Carib- 
bean Lines II entry grabbed the win by 
a safe distance over Jam Up Racing 
with Double Down Racing’s third place 
good enough to guarantee the team the 
class title for the series. 

Team Lockhart, with Wendell Phil- 
lips and Dale Burroughs handling the 





riding, covered 555.36 miles in 156 laps 
on the 3.56-mile Daytona International 
Speedway combined oval/road course. 
The GTU class winners finished with 
147 laps. 

The race boiled down to the final 
20 minutes in which a pit stop by 
Lockhart while leading Team Warren 
brought everything to a sprint to the 
flag. Lockhart had a 15-second lead on 
Warren when they pitted and that 
changed to a minus-18 seconds when 
they got back in action. The team had 
been ready to change the rear tire on the 
previous pit stop, but it checked out 
okay. On-the final stop, Dunlop tire 
technician Jimmy Allen again inspected 
the tire in what took only seconds and 
seemed like minutes to the waiting 
crew and rider Phillips. There was 
enough wear indicator leftand Phillips

was off to put the pressure on. 

Lynn Miller, aboard the Honda 1000 
of Team Ontario, led the 80-rider start 
into the infield and was out front and 
pulling away by the end of the first lap. 
Miller and partner John Ashmead’s 
strategy was simple: run hard from the 
start. They held and increased their 
lead through the first three hours until 
pitting for a rear tire change. The Nor- 
wegian Caribbean Cruise Line I entry 
inherited the lead on Ontario’s stop 
and promptly gave it up some five 
minutes later when the engine expired. 

Ontario quickly got back into its 
front running position and stayed there 
for another hour before a pit stop to 
replace the front wheel after the brake 
disc warped. The crew, led by Keith 
Perry, also replaced the brake pads. 
The stop cost them the lead, but the 
feeling in the pits was it would only be 
a matter of time before they were in the 
lead again. That scenario ended one 
lap later when Miller came down pit 
road and pulled the bike behind pit 
wall. Miller told Perry the engine was 
overheating and had already partially 
seized so there was no sense in damag- 
ing it further. With Ontario out, the 
battle between Lockhart and Warren 
was on with two hours left to run. 

Dr. John’s Moto Guzzi Team came 
to Daytona with high hopes, a compu- 
ter printout on how the race should be 
run and the various combinations of 
factors which would lead to clinching 
the championship. There was an air of 
confidence in the pit area before the 
race, but that evaporated on the start. 

“The bike is geared so tall that you 
could break the speed limit on the 
interstate in first gear,” said rider Larry 
Shorts who started the race. “I knew I 
had to be very careful to make a good 
start because you have to get the revs up 
and then roll off the throttle and then 
roll the gas back on as you let the clutch 
out. If you doit right you get left on the 
line, but you don’t hurt the clutch. I got 
anxious, gassed it and did a job of 


nearly ruining the clutch right off the 


line. I took it easy, let things cool and 
things seemed to be alright after that. 
Then, my faceshield came unsnapped 
as I came down the front straight. I 
signalled the pits I was coming in on 
the next lap and that put us down even 
more. I got back on the track quickly,” 
continued Shorts, “but the problem 
was there were nearly 80 bikes between 
me and the leader.” 

Moto Guzzi worked its way up into 
the top 10 when the clutch began giv- 
ing fellow team riders Gregg Smrz and 
Nick Phillips problems despite an ad- 
justment having been made. 

“The engine got over revved at some 
point," said team owner/leader/tuner 
Dr. John Wittner, “and a pushrod got 
bent. It was just a matter of keeping 
going until the noise got too loud and 
we had to replace it.” 

Interestingly, the time for Moto Guz- 
zi’s replacement work came at the same 
time Ontario was experiencing the 
problems which led to their DNF. The 
two teams were pitted side-by-side. 

The repairs to the Moto Guzzi mount 
took nearly 30 minutes and were done 
at a slower pace than usual for the team 
if the title had been on the line. The 
team took extra time to make sure 
things were just right since they felt 
they had the title wrapped up at that 
time, but wanted to roll up as many 
miles as possible just as insurance. 

Quester-Sullivan Racing, a team with 
a mathematical chance at the overall 
title, saw their chances go away when 
their Yamaha FJ1100 sucked in a head 
gasket 35 minutes into the race. The 
team spent nearly one hour making 
repairs which held until two laps from 
the finish when the engine expired. 

“It was disheartening to have a prob- 
lem like we did so early in the race," 
said Quester’s Mike Harlow. 

Overall winner Lockhart's day didn’t 
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begin with the type of start associated 


with a winning combination. The bike 
had a bad high-speed wobble from the 
first lap until the last and many of those 
watching wondered how the team rid- 
ers held on much less rode hard enough 
to win. 

“We fought handling all day," said 
Burroughs, “and if that wasn’tenough 
there was one time early in the race 
when a piece of fiberglass packing 
inside one exhaust pipe broke off and 
caused the engine to goon one cylinder. 
About that time we were really feeling 
down about out chances, but we never 
gave up." Lockhart came to Daytona 
with three overall series wins to their 
credit. 

The GTU-winning Norwegian Car- 
ribean Lines II Yamaha FJ600 was in 
the hunt all day for the class win. John 
Long, Kevin Blais and Ronald Cole 
shared the riding with Long coming 
on board after the number one entry of 
the team broke an engine. 

“I knew Lockhart was coming,” said 
Team Warren's Ron Warren. “I was 
getting pit signals that Wendell (Phil- 
lips) was 18 seconds behind and then 
they began to cut off two and three 
seconds a lap." 

An additional factor then came into 
play as it began to sprinkle lightly on 
some areas of the track with one being 
the chicane. “I slowed down quite a bit 
in the chicane on one lap because I 
thought it would be slick and Wendell 
must have never backed off because he 
moved in quite close on that lap,” 
continued Warren. 

“I knew we had a good chance to win 
as the last hour drew to a close and I 
wasn’t about to let it slip away,” said 
Phillips. “I was going back out on the 
track after the last stop no matter what. 
The only way we were going to make a 
tire change was if the cord was show- 
ing. I rode as hard as I could, took a 
chance or two and darn near got taken 
out by some slower riders. Once I 
caught sight of Warren I knew I could 
catch him despite the bike wobbling 
almost all.the time. It was just a ques- 
tion of the number of laps left and 
whether they would stop the race due to 
the rain. I got by Warren in the infield, 
he closed back up when I got into a bad 
slide coming out of the chicane and 
then I got away on the last lap. I know 
we won, but, somehow, I don't believe 
we did it." - 

"Three laps behind in official scoring, 
but not in distance on the track came 
the Cobare Racing Team of Kathleen 
Coburn and Roy Hare on a Suzuki 
GSXR750. The team had run as high 
as second early on, then slipped down 
to about ninth while Coburn got ad- 
justed to the bike and slowly crept back 
up as attrition took its toll. 

“I slowed down when the rain came 
because I didn't want anything to go 
wrong," said Hare. “I was getting sig- 
nals we were in third and three laps 
down so there was no reason to take any 
chances.” 

There was jubilation in the Double 
Down Racing pits at the finish as it 
became clear that the Sam’s Hotel and 
Casino-backed team of Henry Tecza 
and Nigel Gale had clinched the class 
championship via their third place 
finish. 

“There’s going to be some partying 
tonight,” said one of the crew members 
as the rest joined in with a well-done 
salute to the team’s riders. e

Bomer breaks 
tradition at CRC 
Whistle Stop 
Enduro

BARSTOW, CA, OCT. 13 

While a cleverly-designed 
course laid out by the California 
Racing Club caught more rid- 
ers burning checks than any 
eventin recent memory, Open B rider 
Mike Bomer hurried his Husky in for 
the overall win at the Whistle Stop 
Enduro. In doing so, Bomer not only 
logged the only “zero” of the day, at 
0.59 seconds dropped, but won an 
instant ride to the A class for his 
effort. 

The Checkpoints’ Grant Palenske, 
whose American Honda-sponsored 
CR250 suffered coolant leakage, re- 
covered to win the 250cc AA class, 
and second overall. While many other 
riders, including top riders, burned 
one or more checks to the point of 
disqualification, Palenske rode a con- 
servative race to a 1.63. He was the 
first of only six “ones.” The second 
surprise of the day was pre-16-year-old 
Rob Peters, who gunned his KDX200 
into third overall, first 200A, at 1.76. 
While 1986 heir-apparent to the 200cc 
class Donnie Simone knocked him- 
self out of the Whistle Stop top 20 by 
burning the first Special Test check- 
out, Tony Casaga picked up the 








pieces for fourth, at 1.91. Due to 
clapped-out forks on his IT200, Cas- 
aga was a near non-starter, but grimly 
held on for both loops. Brian Olsen 
(Hus), running 250AA, snagged fifth, 
at 1.95 dropped, followed by Dean 
McCoy’s 1.131. Evergreen Harry 
“Beast” Keast smoked the 250AA 
Senior class, taking his Performance 
Cycle-sponsored Can-Am to 1.143. 
Nextin, Troy Raynor had a lot more 
people scratching their heads when 
he took his Open Four-stroke Honda 
to a perfect second-loop score. Both 
of his minutes in his 2.76 score were 
dropped on the first loop! 

Despite burning check seven, 
Granada Yamaha’s Randy Pretzer 
turned in an outstanding 2.101 score, 
for first 250A, and ninth overall. Con- 
versely, Jim Bollingmo was two min- 
utes late at check seven, coming up 
with llth overall at 2.117. Loop Hol- 
dridge gave up all excuses to be in the 
200B class on his new KDX200. To- 
day’s class win and 2.151 score won 
him A class recognition hereafter. 
Greg Turk took top 200A Senior at 
2.163, and 19th overall, while new- 
comer Myron Thorsen brought his 
now-obsolete 1985 XR350 Honda 
home for a tie, and first Open B Four- 
stroke. 

Loop one headed east through the 
rollers, and turned right parallelling 
Townsend Wash at mile one. Three 
miles out, near the town of Lenwood, 
the course veered east through roll- 
ing hills near Barstow, and the check- 
in to the day’s first Special Test at 6.2 
miles. Through as varied terrain as 
Barstow can offer, the 24-mph test 
took riders past two FAA towers to 
the checkout at 10.2 miles located on 
a long downhill. CRC’s revolving 
format found no resets the entire day, 
but instead used free time. 

After a five-minute Free, the 18- 
mph average took riders only 3.9 
miles before the next well-hidden 
check — and the beginning of the 
second Special Test. Running 
through some rocks and lots of 
whoops, check-out came at 17.4 miles. 
The first loop’s last Free, this one 10 
minutes, came 4.5 miles later near the 
Slash-X Cafe. Ribbon-chasers then 
headed south at high speed down the 
HDRA dune buggy course, crossing 
Hoover Dam’s Powerline Road, then 
veered west toward Stoddard Valley’s 
low hills at 21 mph. Jumping north 
towards Watkins Peak, speed changed 
to 30 mph, and loop one’s third Spe- 
cial Test check-in came at 33.4 miles. 
After testing sand course skills, check- 
out came at 34.9 miles, followed by 
an ending 12-mph speed at 35.9 miles. 

The creativity of loop one was 
apparently just too much for tradi- 
tional “same old thing" enduro rid- 
ers. It was hilarious for check six per- 
sonnel to watch riders trials-riding 
into the 38.3-mile finish, when in- 
structions clearly stated it was both a 
known check (this event) and you 
could arrive up to 15 minutes early. A 
record so far this year, loop one con- 
tained three Specials, six checks, and 
three tiebreakers. Keeping the string 
of surprises unbroken, the ATVs came 
on strong, with Jeff Courts taking his 
Honda to loop one overall honors at 
3.116 dropped. Udo Webb also rode 
to second at 3.134. First motorcycle 
was Eric Cooks, who put his Suzuki 
in third, at 3.171. Fourth-place Craig 
Flanders won the 125C-16 class with 
a 4.62 on his Honda. While the old 
man went off to win his class, summer 
bride Betty (Lennox) Holdridge 
gunned her KDX to the B Women 
win, despite a burnt check which cost 
her the overall, to 4.100, and fifth 
place. 

After a 31-minute break, loop two 
riders found something else new, the 
start right up the face of Candy Ass 
Hill. After 2.2 miles at 12 mph, riders 














„hit a 36-mph Special that featured 
tight, rocky, narrow trail, and gnarly, 
gnarly terrain. And no check-in. 
Check seven, also the checkout, found 
more than Pretzer burning it, as sev- 
eral decided to risk it and go in early. 

A 10-minute Free found refreshed 
competitors punched into an 18-mph 
slow-down zone, which was not as 
rocky, but tight and whooped-out. 
Speed then bumped to 21-mph to the 
Powerline Road and upa long gnarly, 
rock-lined uphill. C riders may have 
wished for an easy/hard way, but 
there was no check for a long way. 
The next Special Test, at 23.0 miles, 
was a real teaser: 30-mph, but make- 
able by the top riders. Many of those, 
including Tom Cole and Chris Reyes, 
thought they were late — and burned 
the 26.0 mile checkout. A five-minute 
Free followed. 

The course then headed out across 
open desert at a slow 18-mph for 3.6 
miles. Too slow, according to most 
riders, But blood did start to circulate 
at Wild Wash Road, where the 30.2 
mile speed-change went to 36-mph 
and the sixth Special of the day. 
Paralleling I-15, there was no check- 
in (no place to hide it), and a tie- 
breaker check-out (no need to hide it) 
at 33.8 miles. The last treat of the day 
came following the five-minute Free: 
A 12-mph section to the 40.2 mile 
finish. It ended up being a trick to 
more than 50 riders, who not only 
burned the home check, but com- 
pletely disqualified themselves by 
being more than 15 minutes early! 
This, despite explicit riding instruc- 
tions stating no field checks after 36.6 
miles with another teaser: “Enjoy!” 
Grant Palenske sat taking bets and 
sure enough, even top riders like 
Bryar Holcomb and Bruce Boring 
zoomed into home check disqualifiers.

Ken Evans, on the Canepa- 
sponsored Ex-Dave Troetschler 
450 Ducati, pulled off an im- 
pressive win during the 10th 
round of the California Vintage Rac- 
ing Group’s (CVRG) Championship 
Vintage Series at Sears Point. 

Rain threatened the race Saturday 
night, but the sun appeared on Sun- 
day, giving the riders a dry track to 
race on. The event was the last north- 
ern California Vintage race for 1985, 
and most riders hoped to gain much- 
needed points for the championship. 

When the green came out, Evans 
came from the back row to lead the 
pack into turn one, but dropped back 
by turn three while missing a number 
of shifts. Once Evans sorted out the 
right-hand shifter, he pulled into the 
lead for good. Not far behind was a 
four-pack consisting of Fred Mork 
(250 Aermacchi/Mork Racing), Mike 
Canepa (250 Ducati), Mike Green 
(250 Ducati/Hap Jones/West Coast 
British) and Craig McLean (350 Manx 
Norton/McLean Racing), in that 
order. The group freight-trained 
around the 2.5 mile circuit, none 
being able to pass each other. Finally 
McLean took Green while exiting 
turn seven, and then took Mork and 
Canepa through turn 11. By lap three, 
Green also took Mork in turn 11, 
then got by Canepa half a lap later 








with the Manx of McLean in his 
sights. Not too far behind Mork was 
Michele Bisson, on a Mork Racing 
250 Yetman Ducati, who closed in on 
her boss and got by him. Her pass was 
short-lived, though, as Mork repassed 
her within moments, but was ham- 
pered by a broken rear brake spring 
which kept the rear brake dragging 
for the last two laps. 

Jeff Hecox, on the Canepa 350 
Aermacchi, was having a good ride 
until Canepa’s last Aermacchi motor 
let go, possibly leaving Hecox with- 
out a mount for the last race at Wil- 
low Springs on November 10. With 
Hecox out, the remaining three, Heu- 
ser (500 Tri), Cooper (350 Bul) and 
Bill Ojala on the Mork Racing 350 
Ducati — all moved up one, but all 
out of reach of any real points. The 
finishing order was now set as Evans 
cruised out in front, but the Green/ 
McLean battle was just about to 
begin. Green hounded McLean's 
Norton for just over a lap in every 
corner, until a big, hair-raising front- 
end slide out at turn six on the last 
lap slowed his charge. Green settled 
for first in 250cc class and third 
overall. 

Green has now pretty much tied up 
the overall CVRG '85 championship 
and the 250cc class with 62 points 
total, while Canepa (43) leads Mork 
(41) by two points.

Kennedy king of 
D-38 hare 
scrambles

Todd Kennedy powered his 
Imperial Valley Cycle Center 
Yamaha 250 to first overall in 
the AMA District 38 Desert 


Shootout Hare Scrambles. “I didn’t 
know how I was doing until the end 
of lap one when my dad flashed me 
‘number one’. After that, I backed off 
and took it easy to the finish,” said 
Kennedy after the race. Second over- 
all went to IVCC’s James Tucker, 
who turned in another incredible 
ride on his Honda 125. 

Atthe 8:00 am start, the riders were 
greeted with unseasonably cool 
weather. When the flag dropped, it 
was Tom Moen (Yam) getting the 
jump and leading the pack to check 
one. Moen led until the railroad tres- 
tle when trouble hit. ‘‘I wanted to 
lead the race to the trestle, everything 
was working until I backed off the 
throttle and it just locked up," said 
Moen. This handed the lead to Bruce 
Smith (Yam), followed by Jeff Ben- 
nett (Yam), Vet Expert Pat Flanagan 
and Randy Norman (Hon). 

Kennedy was definitely pumped 
for this race, which he made obvious 





to the early leaders. Shortly after 
check one, he made his way to the 
third-overall position. At check two, 
Kennedy was by Smith and Bennett 
for first, and by the end of the first of 
four 15-mile loops, had stretched his 
lead to over 30 seconds. Bennett said 
of Kennedy's ride, “He passed us like 
we were standing still." From this 
point on, no one even came close, and 
he had nearly three minutes at the 
finish over second-place Tucker. 

Tucker's second place was not quite 
so easily secured. He managed to 
move to fifth by the end of the first 
loop. The second lap found him in 
fourth as Randy "Cartwheel" Nor- 
man clipped Bennett's bike and went 
down, retiring for the day. On loop 
three, Bennett's chain began to seize 
up and he couldn't hold off Tucker, 
who swept by him and a downed 
Smith. 

Bennett also got by Smith at the 
same time to finish third overall, sec- 
ond 250cc. Smith got going in time to 
finish fourth overall and take the 
Open class win. Fifth overall and 
third 250cc went to KSI/Duralube’s 
Gordon Clark (Yam), who turned in 
an amazing ride after being one of the 
last riders off the start. Second Open 
class went to Thomas Martin (Hon) 
at sixth overall, with second-place 
125cc going to John Griffin (Hon), 
who finished eighth overall. 

The Vet race was a runaway victory 
for Pat Flanagan (Yam) after an early 
battle with Brett “Breakdown” Cush- 
ing. Flanagan led the first lap with 
Cushing closing in until halfway 
through lap two when Cushing came 
toa sudden halt. “I thought it was the 
bike so I boughta new one; it’s set up 
exactly like Kennedy's. They keep 
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breaking down," said Cushing after 
the race. After this, Flanagan had 
smooth sailing to finish ninth over- 
all, first Vet. 

The Senior class was won by 
Yamaha-Suzuki of Lemon Grove 
owner Bill Silverthorn (KTM), who 
went uncontested the entire race, fin- 
ishing 11th overall.

Polen, Kocinski 
make victorious 
return

COLLEGE STATION, TX, OCT. 6 
Doug “Chainsaw"' Polen, in 
only his second race in three 
years, and John Kocinski, re- 
turning from his cross-country 
endurance treks, met with success at 
the CRRC/WERA National Sprints 
held Sunday at Texas World Speed- 
way by dominating their respective 
classes. Each of them went two-for- 
two in the races they entered. 

Polen, riding the GS1100 Super- 
bike of Denton Suzuki, held off Meril 
Moen, on a 900 Ninja, in the A 
Superbike and Formula One classes. 
Moen stayed close in the Superbike 
race, but Polen really lit the wick in 
the Formula One finale, winning by 
almost half the track. Ottis Lance 
finished third in the Superbike on his 
GS750 with Ronnie Lunsford on his 
Interceptor close behind. In the For- 
mula One race, Polen blasted by 
Moen and Pat Gill, on an Eddie Law- 
son Replica, turning 1:52 laps in the 
process. 

Kocinski, who has been following 
the WERA National Endurance ser- 
ies with Cycle Tech Racing, brought 
along his TZ250 and FJ600 after run- 
ning the six-hour held Saturday. In 
the Formula Three class, he took an 
easy win over Paul Smith and Vet- 
eran George Wallace, who was on 
another Yamaha TZ. In the C: Pro- 
duction race, Kocinski had a tough 
time with Moen and his 600 Ninja. 
The two riders were extremely close 
until the fifth lap, when Moen lost 
the front end in the turn three right- 
hander. Kocinski then proceeded to 
the victory, besting Kenny Payton 
and Andre Vanderberg, both Ninja- 
mounted. 

Many of the day’s races featured 
wheel-to-wheel action. In the first 
event of the day, Formula Two, Wayne 
Even, on a GPz, and Ronnie Luns- 
ford diced for first. They traded the 
lead nearly every lap as one or the 
other drafted past the start-finish line. 
On the last lap, Even took the lead for 
good, with Lunsford finishing second 
and George Wallace third. 

Moen took an easy win in the A 
Production race on his stock 900 
Ninja, but those following were most 








intense in the battle for the next slots. 
Jamie James, Matt Maschmann, and 
Armando Montemayor, all mounted 
on FZ750s, jockeyed for the trophy 
places with Montemayor edging into 
third and James second. "The same 
trio met again in the B Production 
class, but Maschmann took second 
this time just 10 feet behind James, 
while Montemayor settled for third. 

Brian Floores, riding a Hurst 
Supply-sponsored FJ600, fought 
especially hard for third in C Super- 
bike. Every lap, the 600 Ninja of 
Kenny Payton and Steele Kennedy 
would draft by on the straight and 
then Floores would repass them in 
the infield. At the end, he would pull 
off third behind Moen and Monte- 
mayor, both on Ninjas. 

The B Superbike event saw the 
return of Ottis Lance to CRRC Rac- 
ing. He has been attending selected 
AMA Superbike races this year, and 
this was the first time for him to pilot 
his Yoshimura-assisted GS750 racer 
around the rough TWS banks. He 
pulled off a convincing victory with 
James, Montemayor, and Even fin- 
ishing in second through fourth 
places. 

In the Novice divisions, Wesley 
Winchester, who just recovered from 
a serious accident earlier this year, 
won the Formula Two class and 
placed second in the Formula One. 
Sander Avant took his RZ350 and 
Ascot to wins in the D Production 
and Superbike classes, and in the E 
Production division. Michael Sigman 
picked firsts in C Superbike and 
Formula Three.

Bobby White dominated the 
first moto and ran a strong third 
in the second to take the 250cc 
Pro and Expert Sweepstakes at 
the Off Road & Supercross Spectacu- 
lar sanctioned by the American Off 
Road Racing Association at Deer 
Valley Cycle Park. 

In the first moto, White, sponsored 
by Sunnyslope Honda, lost the hole- 
shot in the first combined 125/250cc/ 
Open Expert bout to the Open class 
Husqvarna of Carlos Serrano. On the 
second lap, 125cc ace Dennis Parker 
(Yam) snuck around White to take 
over second and the trio kept up a 
frantic pace until the fourth lap, 
when Serrano went down, taking 
Parker with him. White got around 
them and led for the remainder of the 
race, holding off strong challenges 
from Robert Naughton (Hon), Mar- 
tin Vesely (Kaw) and Serrano, who 
came back to finish second to win the 
Open class. 

In the second moto, two Open 
bikes were first out of the gate and 
first out of the race when they col- 
lided in mid-air off the first jump.

In Sidehack competition, the Ari- 
zona Sidehack Association showed 
up in force but couldn't hold off the 
onslaught of the Palfreyman effort 
from California. John Palfreyman and 
Perry Mellilo took their Cycle Am 
KSI Dunlop Yamaha Wasp to the 
top in the first moto with Phillip and 
Victor Palfreyman (also on a Yamaha 
Wasp) running second and Mike 
Curtis, Todd Redondo third. In the 
second moto, the top two switched 
positions, giving Phillip and Victor 
Palfreyman the win since the second 
race was the tic breaker.

SUNNYMEAD, CA, OCT. 6 
Yamaha rider Mike Beier and 
Honda pilot Larry Brooks 
banged bars, brushed trees and 
battled fatigue in a closely 
fought 250cc Pro duel at the opening 
round of the SMX/Malcolm Smith 
Fall Classic three-race series at DeAnza 
Cycle Park. Beier emerged as the 
overall winner with a 2-1 score. 

Beier’s first moto win was made 
easier by Brooks’ unfamiliarity with 
the DeAnza track, but all that changed 
in round two as Brooks powered to 
the early lead with Beier trailing. For 
nearly half the moto, Beier was held 
at bay despite trying every line on the 
track and often pulling even with 
Brooks before having the door shut 
in the next turn. On lap seven, Beier 
took a different line off the big front 
straight jump and passed Brooks in 
mid-air, only to lose the lead four 
turns later and Brooks held tough. 
Half a lap later, Beier regained the 
lead for good with Brooks a mere 
bikelength behind for the remainder 
of the race. Both riders flew so high 
off the tree-turn jump that they occa- 
sionally clipped the tree branches 
with their helmets. 

Beier’s overall win left Brooks in 
second and made for an intense three- 
way battle for third between Honda 





rider Matt Tedder, Yamaha-mounted 
Gordon Ward and Cagiva factory 
pilot Ron Turner. Ward settled the 
dispute with a third place in round 
two, as Turner picked up fourth and 
Tedder settled for fifth. 

Kawasaki rider Tommy Combs 
easily defeated the Open Pro class, 
winning both motos handily. Tim 
Cauby placed his Yamaha into second 
in each moto as Honda rider Mike 
McMillen took third and Marty Smith 
placed fourth on another 500 Honda.

In 30-40 action, it was Leach and 
class dominator Dave Eakin (Hon) 
dueling for positions on the 2.0-mile 
track. Eakin found out the hard way 
that Leach was not to be denied the 
first-moto win, while third went to 





Mike Holbrook (Hon), followed by 
Tom Pilcher (Hon).

Again Cook was 
having trouble with the soft berms, 
while Flesia was running precision 
lines. Then, with a lap and a half to 
go, Cook’s relentless pressure finally 
produced the mistake he needed. Fle- 
sia's only miscue all day was crucial, 
as he slid wide out of a turn and got 
caught in one of the deepest berms. 
While he almost came to a standstill 
spinning in the powder, Cook shot 
underneath and was gone. Flesia 
crowded him to the checkers, but the 
race and overall were Cook's.

Jon Nelson walked away with 
the overall victory in the 250cc 
Pro class tonight at the Police 
Activity League motocross. 
Nelson won both motos after holding 
off challenges from Tony Richards. 

At the gate drop in moto one, Nel- 
son, sponsored by Moto-X Fox Rac- 
ing, All American Honda and Scott 
USA, asserted his mastery of the other 
competitors. For the entire moto Tony 
Richards chased Nelson in an effort 
to force a mistake, drawing close on 
his KX Kawasaki, sponsored by Maxey 
Enterprises and Motors West. Young 
Tony Peixoto, a former equestrian 
star-turned professional motocrosser 
who is enjoying a sponsorship pack- 
age from Hayward Honda, was the 
winner of the battle for third. 

In the second moto, Richards and 
Nelson battled until about the fourth 
corner, a V-shaped turn with high 
and low lines, where Nelson clearly 
took over the point again. Late in the 
moto, Peixoto came up to challenge 
Richards and the two tangled in the 
rough section before the finish line. 
Peixoto was slow to get up and did 
not register a finish for the moto, 
while Richards limped in for fourth. 
A consistent ride by Allve Carlos 
(Hon) was enough to give him second 
overall behind Nelson. 

The controversial event of the 
evening was the 125cc Intermediate 
class in which the diminutive Todd 
Hicks (Moto-X Fox Racing/PJ1 
Lubricants/Team US/Dirt Rider 
Detergent/Scott USA/Serrano 
Custom/ Design) took his backup 85cc 
YZ Yamaha to the overall victory. 
Referee/ promoter Larry Klist of Cali- 
fornia MotoSports explained that the 
backup machine used in the 125cc 
class looks like the 80cc mount Hicks 
uses in the 80cc Mini bike portion of 
the program, except the machine has 
larger wheels and a motor too large 
for the 80cc class. Starts for Hicks 
were off the pace, but by keeping the 
engine buzzing at peak rpm and 
slamming into the corners hard, he 
picked off rider after rider in the first 
moto to win the event. Nick Marten 
(Kaw) led most of the moto, but 
Hicks zapped by for the lead coming 
out of the last corner a few feet before 
the checkers, At the start of the second 
moto, Hicks fared better and itappear- 
ed he would have an easier time by 
not having to pass as many riders to 
win but it was not to be. Hicks 
couldn't come up with a successful 
passing formula to get around Wade 
Cobern (Hon), sponsored by the 
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Robert Rose closed out Colorado's Sports Riders Association's season as 


number one 80cc Expert. 





Goose Brothers Racing Products Co. 
Cobern fell twice in the first moto but 
the final-moto victory was his, earn- 
ing him second overall. 

The Fox family, composed of Geof- 
frey (Old Timer Intermediate) and 
John (Pee Wee) walked away with 
first place trophies in their respective 
classes for their efforts.

Berry, Molder 
bag B.R.A. 
championships

LeeVern Berry and Dave Molder 
wrapped up Pro class cham- 
pionships today at the Border- 
line Racing Association’s final 


event for the 1985 season at Sturgis 
Raceway. Berry took the 125cc utle, 





narrowly edging out Billy Stork for 
the crown. Molder had possession of 
the 500cc crown before the final event, 
and added the 250cc championship 
by taking the overall victory in the 
class. 

Out of the gate first came the 125cc 
Pros, and Berry took the holeshot 
aboard his Small Engine Machine 
shop Kawasaki, while Stork motored 
in behind. The leading duo pulled 
away froma three-rider battle between 
Mark Mueller, Curt Hyde and Henry 
Jordon for the third spot, and within 
two laps, Stork worked his way around 
Berry for first. Berry, having only to 
finish second to Stork to clinch the 
championship, seemed content to just 
stay with Stork and not take any 
unnecessary chances. For the re- 
mainder of the race, Berry just kept 
an even pace, and at the wire Stork 
took the moto win, with Berry earn- 
ing his second. Hyde worked around 
Jordon and then Mueller to take 
third at the line. 

In moto two of the one-two-fives, 
Berry again got out with the early 
lead, but Stork found himself in front 
within the first few corners. Berry 
stayed right on Stork’s rear end for 
the first half of the moto, and Stork 
couldn't shake off the KX pilot. Going 
into the later laps, Berry found an 
opening and went by Stork to take 
over the lead, but Stork repassed a lap 
later. Berry then used his Kawasaki's 
horsepower advantage to blow by 
Stork on an uphill, and this time he 
made the pass stick. Stork stayed on 
the rear fender of Berry all the way, 
but Berry rode a smooth race and 
took both the moto and overall from 
Stork, as well as the number-one 
125cc Pro plate for 1985. Stork’s 
second clinched the number-two spot 


for the year as well as the afternoon. | 


Hyde once again moved into third 
early in the moto and led Mueller 
across the line for third overall. 
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Earl Roloff rode three different classes at ARRA’s meet at Willow Springs 
and won two of them. 


Action in the 250cc Pro class proved 
to be hot and heavy. In moto one, 
Molder and Pat Womack came into 
the first turn first, but Molder emerged 
with the lead. Hyde quickly slipped 
past Molder in the opening lap, while 
Stork railed into third. The top trio 
ran away from the pack for the rest of 
the moto, with Hyde holding the 
advantage for the first half of the 
moto. Then, Molder took off with the 
lead, leaving Hyde to battle Stork. 
Hyde held Stork off for three laps, 
then, coming onto the downhill, slip- 
ped underneath Molder to regain the 
lead. At the bottom of the downhill, 
Stork tried to jump past Molder also, 
but crashed. Molder then tangled in 
the next turn and pulled his header 
away from the exhaust manifold and 
had to nurse the sick bike to the wire. 
At the checkers, Hyde cruised in for 
the win. 

Round two saw Hyde again take 
the holeshot with Molder and Stork 
in tow. The leaders again ran off and 
hid from the field, and diced among 
themselves for the moto and overall 
win. Molder slipped by Hyde on the 
second lap, then Stork pulled around 
both Hyde and Molder the following 
circuit, and tried to pull out a lead. 
Molder stayed right with Stork for 
the duration of the moto, and in the 
final laps, powered past Stork. Stork 
tried once more to regain the lead, 
but Molder captured the moto, over- 
all, and number-one plate for the 
250cc Pro class. Stork’s second gave 
him the sixth-overall slot, while Hyde, 
who went face-first off a double into 
the ground, fought back past Womack 
for third on the final lap, and took 
second overall for the day and the 
season. Womack took fourth in the 
moto for third overall. 

In the Open action, Molder only 
had pride on the line as he went into 
the race with the number-one plate in 
his pocket. In the first moto, Molder 
moved into the lead, coming off the 
downhill on the opening lap, and 
from there he ran all the way to the 
checkered flag in front. Lynn Hyde 
tried to keep pace with the Yamaha 
rider, but could only manage a dis- 
tant second at the wire. 

Molder followed Lynn Hyde for 
two laps in moto two, then went into 
the lead for good on the third trip 
around. Hyde stayed on Molder’s rear 
tire for most of the remaining laps, 
but fell off the pace in the late going. 
Molder took the moto and finished 
the year undefeated in the Open Pro 
class and Hyde’s second locked him 
into the runner-up spot for the year.

Barton, Hall, 
Lyngar claim Idaho 
MX Championships

Corey Barton, Mark Hall and 
Jim Lyngar took Pro class 
championships at the final 
round of the Idaho State Moto- 
cross Championships held at the 
Owyhee Motorcycle Club's (OMC) 
famed outdoor motocross track. Bar- 
ton took the 125cc Pro title, Hall aced 
the 250cc class and Lyngar was the 
Open class champion.

Jackson walked back 
to the pits, leaving Lyngar to an easy 
Open win, though he was passed by 
the flying Barton on his 125.

In the Series 
points, Mark Hall’s total domination 
of the first three events gave him the 
Idaho 250cc crown. Peugh, by virtue

Tucker tops 
Kamikaze attack

Imperial Valley Cycle Center’s 
James Tucker took his Honda 
125 to the overall victory in the 
125/250cc race at the AMA Dis- 


trict 38’s Kamikaze Attack Hare 
Scrambles. Also winning their respec- 
tive classes were Suzuki/Yamaha of 
Lemon Grove owner Bill Silverthorn 
(KTM) in the Vet/Senior race and 
Steve Walker (Hon) in the Open 
Race. Three separate, five-lap races 
were run over a seven-mile mudhill 
course with some silt beds and a 
nearly impossible looking hill thrown 
in. 

When they lined up for the start of 
the 125/250cc Expert race, the talk 
was not about first, but who would 
get second, as three-time National 
MX Champion Marty Smith (Kearny 
Mesa Yamaha) straddled his YZ250. 
However, when the dust cleared, 
Smith was still sitting on the start 
line witha broken chain. Leading the 
run to check one was a wild-riding 
Tucker. “I didn’t know Smith broke 
down so I didn’t let off for anything; I 
figured he had to be right behind 
me," stated Tucker. Gordon Clark 
(KSI/Duralube) trailed right behind 
on his Yamaha 250. As the race pro- 
gressed, Tucker stretched his lead to 
the finish, setting the fastest five-lap 
time of the day by over one minute. 
Clark was able to keep Tucker in 
sight through lap three until he began 
to slow slightly due to a recovering 
knee injury. John Griffin (Hon) seized 
this opportunity and went past Clark 
to finish second overall, first 125cc 
Amateur. Clark maintained an easy 
third to the finish for first 250cc. 

At the start of the Vet/Senior race, 
it was Vet Expert Brett “Breakdown” 
Cushing leading the run to check 
one, while Senior Expert Silverthorn 
was in his dust only a few seconds 








back. Cushing stretched his lead 
through lap three when, suddenly, 
Silverthorn began to reel him back 
in. With less than a lap to go, Silver- 
thorn was back in Cushing’s dust and 
the race to the checkered flag was on. 
At the finish, it was Silverthorn first 
overall and first Senior, with Cush- 
ing nowhere in sight. Cushing didn’t 
get quite the gas mileage he expected 
and was left pushing his bike a mile 
from the checkered flag. Inheriting 
second overall and first Vet Expert 
was Dale Connor (Yam), who ran 
third nearly the whole race. 

By the end of the first lap in the 
Open race, Walker had already pulled 
outa 30-second lead. Running second 
and third were Tom Moen (Yam) and 
Bruce Smith (Yam). Walker was eas- 
ily in command of this race and 
stretched his lead at will to finish 
nearly three minutes ahead of second, 
which featured one of the best battles 
of the day. Smith, not normally 
known for his mudhill riding ability, 
was running a close third to Moen. 
When Smith pitted, he lost 30 seconds 
to Moen, but made up this time on 
the next lap when Moen took his pit. 
Smith flew past for second overall, 
and Moen was unable to make up any 
ground on the final lap and had to 
settle for third overall.

Bast gets lucky at 
Baylands

FREMONT, CA, SEPT. 28 

“I got lucky,” was the first 
‘comment that Bart Bast made 
tonight after winning the Bay- 
lands Raceway Park Class A 
Speedway Championship. His refer- 
ence was to the start of the 16-rider, 
20-event all-scratch program. 

With heavy hitters like Steve Mar- 
tin, Pat Linn and Paul Orlandi at the 
start, it was a pivotal first round sur- 
rounded with controversy. The first 
four rolled out and three were 
promptly down in the first turn, the 
product of a little slippage. On the 
next try, the first turn ate two, while 
on the third try it only ate one when 
Linn, who had gotten a bad start, saw 
to it that it would take four starts to 
get the first event into the book. 
When the green finally flew, it was 
Orlandi from the pole along with 
Bast, on his Bast Bros. Welding/Sierra 
Produts Weslake, while Linn was 
trying desperately to keep some sort 
of outside line. Martin put on a hard 
charge as Orlandi crashed on his 
own, while Bast set sail for the first 
win. 

Off the pole for the second event 
was Mike Delacy, on his number one 
Bicycle Shop/A & A Racing/Oilzall 
Weslake, winning big time over Jim 
Sisemore's VacAero/Weslake. John 











Houston Jr. had the outside line in 
that race but it was ineffective early 
on. The Baylands rookie of the year, 
Scott Brant, aced the third event from 
the pole on his Bruce Porter/Brant 
Eng. special with Mike Parson second 
over Hi-Point/Team Vooch’s Greg 
Martz and Rocky Robinson, on the 
MPE/Sierra/Custom Eng. special. 

Orlandi and the Quaker State/Hi- 
Point Weslake made up for his first- 
round crash by winning event five 
over Steve Crawford and Mike Delacy. 
Brant made his second ride of the 
night look real easy with some fancy 
wide lines, while Bast kept him hon- 
est; they were the only two with per- 
fect scores for round two in event 
seven. Linn topped the eighth event 
over teammate Tom Ferris on the 
Petrich Cycle Specials. 

Mike Parsons and the Richmond 
Yamaha/BMW/ Jawa won the third- 
round opener from the outside, while 
Orlandi crashed for the second time. 
Martin and the MPE/Team Trim 
special took event 10, keeping Delacy 
on the low-scoring. side once again, 
while Dave Cox picked up his third 
straight goose egg for the Health 
Racing/Dick’s Garage bunch. Bast 
showed up for round 11 and zoomed 
the troops with a win over John 
Houston and Greg Martz. Brant 
changed tires and promptly crashed 
out of contention with Sisemore, who 
was the winner in event 12. 

Settling down for the second half, 
Sisemore started down and won from 
the pole with Ferris and Orlandi fol- 
lowing. Mike Parsons topped event 
14 after Martin clipped the rear wheel 
of Parson and bailed. Joe Leduc and 
the troops got caught in the tapes, 
and Delacy showed the way home 
after the restart ahead of Bast. Delacy 
had a start from the outside that was 
picture perfect, while Bast, coming 
off position two, had to settle in 
behind the only northern California 
rider to be seeded directly to this 
year’s U.S. Nationals. 

Linn picked up his second win of 
the evening and was back in conten- 
tion with a superior ride and win 
over Kid Curry’s BW Machine shop 
Special. 

Going into the final round, Bast 
had 11 points over Sisemore’s 10. 
Linn and Delacy were still in the 
hunt with nine. In event 17, Houston 
won handily over Orlandi and Brant. 
Martz startled the next group with a 
win.over Sisemore that really brought 
the crowd to attention. When event 
19 came to the line, it was Bast on the 
pole, and a win would put the cham- 
pionship to wraps. Bast read the tape 
well and exited turn one just right, 
leading to the checkered flag. 

Up for grabs in the last round was 
the tie between Delacy and Linn, and 
if either were to win, then a tie would 
occur with Sisemore for second. 
Delacy had the pole and Linn was on 
the outside. At the green, Linn had 
the right line, but the traction wasn’t 
cooperating and Delacy held on for a 
win and the tie. Tommy Heddon 
won the best-two-of-three show, and 
in the sudden-death ride Sisemore 
was the anti-climactic winner all the 
way and second overall. 

The Junior championship was its 
usual wide and wooly affair. Bobby 
Heddon topped the first round on the 
Team Stephens/Shoe/PJ-1 Special 
over Ken Wagner and Dustin 
Schroder. Schroder blew them away 
in the second round from the pole, 
but Heddon won the final two rounds 
for an overall 11 points total and yet 
another title. e
